WASHINGTON, May 31—Presi- 
Gent Truman told a press confer- 
ence today that he was still whole- 
heartedly in favor of his proposed 
emergency labor control legisla- 
tion, including the Senate-defeated 
Provision to draft strikers against 
the Government into the armed 


gervices. Enactment of this ont 
lation, he said, would be a gfeat 
fielp in handling the threatened 
maritime strike. 

The draft clause, he declared 
with emphasis and a show of ir- 
ritation, has been grossly misrep- 
Tesented and misunderstood. He 
said it was not intended as a pro- 
vision to draft labor, but to draft 
citizens in an emergency. Just as 
a sheriff of a county deputizes 
citizens in an emergency, so would 
his proposal “deputize” the work- 
@Ts as army personnel in periods 
of national crisis, he said. Thus 
fm the recent railroad crisis, the 
strikers, as members of the Army, 
would have been asked to con- 
tinue ae the ae aaietie. 

. Apparently in Good 

Reporters crowded into the ex- 
ecutive office for the conference, 
the first in two weeks. The Presi- 
dent appeared to be in good spir- 
its. He smiled frequently and 
geemed to be at ease, in contrast 
to his last press conference when 
he was being criticized for inac- 
tion on the railroad crisis. 

He stated also that: 

Edward R. Stettinius Jr. had 
submitted his resignation as 
American representative on the 
United Nations Security Coun- 
il, but he was going to refuse 
‘to accept the resignation. He 

gaid Stettinius had explained he 
considered his initial job of U.N. 
organization completed. 

The maritime situation looks 
dark, but he will use the Navy, 
the. 5 = Shipping Administra- 
e the Army and the Coast 
“Guard, if necessary, to keep the 
merchant fieet in operation. 
Nothing will be left undone, he 
asserted with conviction. 

The President said, in discuss- 
fng the threatened strike of mari- 
time workers, that the Admin- 
istration will go as far as it can 
under existing legislation to keep 
the ships going. 

Defends Emergency Pian. 

Throughout the press confer- 
ence, when the subject came up, 

his attitude was one of quick and 
gtanch defense of his emergency 
labor control program, which has 
been‘ denounced bitterly by or- 
ganized labor. 

Asked to comment on the state- 
ment of A. F. Whitney, president 
of the Brotherhood of Railroad 
Trainmen, to the effect that the 
President has signed his “political

STRIKE TO BACK U.S. UNIONS 


Leaders Ask Paris Headquarters of Labor 
Federation for Support by Marine 
and Harbor Men.

NEW YORK, May 31 — The 
grave possibility of a labor walk- 
ut on an international scale— 


a world strike in the maritime 
services—is an underlying threat 
behind urgent conferences be- 
tween union leaders and ship op- 
erators under way today in Wash- 
ington. 

To prevent a national strike 
scheduled for June 15, Secretary 
of Labor Schwellenbach has or- 
dered continuous negotiations un- 
til agreement is reached and the 
strike call withdrawn. 

Maritime labor union heads al- 
ready have made formal applica- 


tion to the World Federation of 


Trade Unions for international 
support in the event of a strike. 
The unions, a combination of 
seven organizations representing 
about 200000 American maritime 
workers, in a letter dated May 23 
to the secretary of the WFTU at 
Paris, asserted in part: 

“We know our demands are 
legitimate and made in accordance 
with the gains made by workers 
in the steel, auto and the electri- 
cal industries of our country. 
While the unions in these indus- 
tries did not have to rely on in- 
ternational support, because of the 
nature of our industry, we are 
forced to do so. 

“Because we will need the sup- 
port of trade unionists affiliated 
to the World Federation, we call

TRUMAN REVEALS STALIN 
DECLINED INVITATION TO 
U.S. ON DOCTORS’ ADVICE 


WASHINGTON, May 31 (AP) 
RESIDENT TRUMAN said 
today he invited Generalis- 
simo Stalin to visit Wash- 

ington about 30 days ago, but 

Stalin declined because his doc- 

tors advised him against a 

long journey. 


The subject came up at Tru- 
man’s press conference when 
he was asked whether he had 
any plans to see the Russian 
chief of state. He replied he 
had no immediate plans. He 
added, however, that he would 
be glad to see Stalin and had 
in fact invited him to visit 
Washington on two casions, 
once last summer at the time 
of the Potsdam Big Three con- 
ference and again about 30 
days ago. Each time, he said, 
Stalin replied that his doctors 
did not want him to take a 
long journey. 

To another inguiry, Truman 
said he had no plans to meet 
Stalin elsewhere in the imme- 
diate future. 

A reporter inquired whether 
the President indicated to Sta- 
lin what topics might be. dis- 
cussed if they met. Truman 
grinned. No, he said, he had 
asked the Soviet leader for a 
spel’ visit. Asked if Prime 

inister Attlee of England had 
been invited, the President said 
Attlee was asked last fall and 
he came, 


LIGHT RADAR EQUIPMENT 
ADAPTED TO AIRLINER USE 


Plane Keeps Contact With Mary- 
land Beacon Till 135 Miles Off 
Atlantic Coast. 

WASHINGTON, May 31 (AP)— 
Lightweight radar equipment has 
been adapted to use by airliners, 
the Army Air Force reported to- 
day, predicting it would™help 
make flights safe in all kinds of 
weather. 

Developed in the war, the equip- 
ment was used for the first time 
on a scheduled transport flight by 
a C-54 plane of the Air Transport 
Command from Westover Field, 
Mass., to Paris by way of Wash- 
ington. : 

Radar enabled the plane to keep 
in contact with the Patuxent river 
(Md.) beacon for 135 miles after 
leaving the Atlantic coast, permit- 
ted bypassing of bad weather 
areas, and spotted surface vessels 
and the coasts of Newfoundland 
and France long in advance, the 
Army said. 


CARGO PLANE SPEED RECORD 
IS SET BY ‘FLYING BOXCAR’ 


C-82 Craft Makes 2200-Mile Trip 
in 9 Hours, 17 
Minutes. 

MARCH FIELD, Calif., May 31 
(UP)—The Army announced to- 
day that a C-82 “Flying Boxcar” 
set a nonstop record of 9 hours 
and 17 minutes for cargo planes 
by flying to Polk Field, near Fay- 
etteville, N. C. — almost from 
coast to coast. 

The twin-engined plane, big 
enough to carry 50 fully equipped 
troops, averaged 230 miles an hour 
on the 2200-mile flight, although

FLORIDA SEEKS 
SUPREME COURT 
AID AGAINST OPA 


Contends Power to En- 
force Rules Went Out 
of Existence When Ja- 
pan Surrendered. 


WASHINGTON, May 31 (AP)— 
Attorney General J. Tom Watson 
of Florida asked the Supreme 
Court today to bar further en- 
forcement of Office of Price Ad- 
ministration regulations and other 
wartime orders and rules on the 
ground they are now unconstitu- 
tional. 

Watson said all of these regula- 
tions and rules depend on war 
powers of the Government. He 
contended such powers went out 
of existence after Japan surren- 
dered. 

“The fiction that the ‘war 
emergency continues cannot be 
reconciled with many facts to the 
“wore Watson said in his peti- 

on. 

He cited various activities of the 
United Nations since V-J day, in- 
cluding “replacement of armed 
conflict with the peaceful pursuit 
of supplying food to famine lands, 
including those of our former ene- 
mies,” and said that wartime regu- 
lations “unlawfully intrude upon 
the internal. affairs of Florida” 
and “constitute an attempt to 
create an enlarged constitutional 
power ... in the absence of any 
engagement by the United States 
in armed conflict.” 

Watson named as defendants in 
his complaint: Chester Bowles, 
economic stabilization director; 
Paul A. Porter, price administra- 
tor, and John D. Small, civilian 
production administrator.

Increase, Effective Imme- 
diately, Is Designed to 
Encourage Output in 
Low Cost and Moder- 


ate Range. 


WASHINGTON, May 31 (AP)— 
The Office of Price Administra- 
tion today increased prices 10 to 15 
per cent on shoes selling generally 


at $5.50 or less. 
The increase, effective immedi- 
ately on new shipments by manu- 
facturers, applies to standard 
types of men’s, women’s and chil- 
dren’s shoes which were being 
made in 1942, 

The purpose of the price hike 
is to encourage production of low 


and moderately priced footwear. 
Such shoes, especially women’s, 
practically have disappeared from 
the market, OPA said, because 
manufacturers have found it more 
profitable to turn out higher 
priced merchandise. 

The price rise comes only a 
month after suspension by the 
Civilian Production Administra- 
tion of a wartime control which 
had directed manufacturers to 
continue to produce 1942 price 
lines of shoes. OPA agreed to re- 
moval of this control on the 
ground that shoe production had 
increased so much it no longer 
was needed, 

The agency estimated the new 
order will increase prices for 
about one-fourth of shoes pro- 
duced. Monthly production at 
present totals about 45,000,000 
pairs. 

To qualify for the Increase, man- 

ufacturers must produce the same 
style types they did.in 1942, and 
the shoe must be equally sturdy 
and serviceable, 
In reporting widespread diver- 
sion of footwear materials to 
higher price lines, OPA said some 
manufacturers have been restyling 
their shoes, building up their costs 
and then applying for higher ceil- 
ings. 

Shoe rationing contributed to 
to this shift to higher price lines 
by manufacturers, OPA said. It 
added that during the war, when 
customers’ shoe purchases were 
limited, many “developed the ten- 
dency to buy higher priced shoes, 
regarding the price as an index 
of quality.” 

This, the agency said, encour- 
aged manufacturers to turn out 
more expensive footwear. 


ARMY SENTENCES 3 SOLDIERS 
TO BE HANGED IN GERMANY 


$ Negroes Ordered Executed, Two 
Others Receive Life Terms 
for Killing American. 


HEIDELBURG, Germany, May 
31 (AP) — Three American Negro 
soldiers have been sentenced to be 
hanged and two other Negroes to 
life imprisonment for killing a 
white American soldier and 
wounding three others, United 
States Third Army headquarters 
said yesterday. 

Four defendants were acquitted 
by the Army general court mar- 
tial. The sentences are subject to 
review. 

The shooting followed a bottle- 
throwing incident at an enlisted 
men’s club in’ Asperg on Feb. 15, 
Army public relations officers 
said. One of the victims tossed 
a bottle into the club, whereupon 
one of the Negroes in the club 
went to his barracks, armed him- 
self, gathered reinforcements, and 
started after the bottle thrower 
and his three companions. Over- 
taking them several blocks from 
the club, the Negroes opened fire, 
the Army said,

The showers, Meterologist Har- 
ry F. Wahlgren pointed out, were 
a contributing factor in holding 
the mean temperature of 62.4 de- 
grees for the month to about four 
degrees helow normal. Although 
his figures were compiled this 
morning, and therefore not offi- 
cial, he said little change in them 
was expected by midnight. 

Even though May was cooler 
than usual, Wahlgren said, some 
consolation may be found in the 
fact that the average temperature 
for spring this year is still 2.4 
degrees above the 57.9 degree 
normal.

Scientists Urge It. Make, 

~ Store Missiles to Stop 
Any Any Nation Bent 
on Such Warfare. 


LONDON, May 31 (UP) — The 
Atomic Scientists’ Association of 
Britain tonight recommended that 
the United Nations Organization 
make and store atomic bombs stra- 
tegically throughout the world to 
prevent any one nation from en- 
gaging in this form of warfare, 

The association disclosed that it 
had prepared a memorandum for 
submission to the U.N. Atomic 
Energy Commission, indorsing the 
Asheson report and making other 
specific recommendations to pre- 
vent the misuse of atomic power. 
The statement said the commis- 
sion should build and operate 
‘plants for the production of fis- 
sionable material. 

“These plants should be so dis- 
tributed throughout the world as 
to insure that if anyn ation should 
seize control of plants operating 
in the area in which its own 
armed forces are predominant, 
the remainder of the United Na- 
tions would jointly possess, an 
overwhelming superiority. in the 
production of fissionable ma- 
terial,” the memorandum said, 

The association said it “did not 
regard the atomic bomb as a de- 
sirable or suitable weapon for the 
policing functions of the U.N.” 
However, it asserted, “in the 
present state of world apprehen- 
sion atomic bombs should be pro- 
duced and controlled by an inter- 
national authority until the con- 
trol authority is functioning ef- 
fectively and atomic explosive is 
used for peaceful purposes only.”

BRITONS PROPOSE 2 BILLION OUTPUT 


LOSS ESTIMATED 
IN COAL STRIKE 


New Autos, Refrigera- 
tors Reported Three 
Months Further From 
Average Family. 


WASHINGTON, May 31 (AP)— 
That new automobile and new 
refrigerator are three months 


further away from the average 
American family today, the Gov- 
ernment estimates, because of the 
soft coal tie-up and other strikes. 

This report on the outlook was 
issued by John D. Small, civilian 
production administrator, who re- 
cently urged that Congress pro- 
hibit strikes for six months to 
speed reconversion. 

Despite reconversion’s stop-and- 
go progress, Small’s monthly pro- 
duction survey revealed, industry 
in April set new marks for con- 
sumer goods production, includ- 
ing washing machines, men’s 
suits, vacuum cléaners and elec- 
tric irons, and postwar records 
for a dozen other scarce items. 

But this, he pointed out, oc- 
curred before effects of the coal 
strike were felt. That stoppage, 
he said, cost the country two bil- 
lion dollars worth of production, 
and the economy will “bear the 
scars . , . for many months to 
come.” 

$620,000,000 Loss Estimated. 

An estimate by the Solid Fuels 
Administration fndicated that the 
cost of the 59-day strike, to min- 
ers, operators and railroads alone, 
was at least $620,000,000. 

The administration estimated 
that miners lost $160,000,000 in 
wages, operators lost $278,000,000 
in sales and at least $14,000,000 in 
profits, railroads lost $178,000,000 
they would have received for haul- 
ing coal. The coal production loss 
was put at 89,400,000 tons.

In a sudden change of lineups, 
Democrats who have been oppos- 
ing enactment of the measure re- 
joined party regulars to scuttle 
the Taft proposal on what was 
almost a strict party vote. 

These Democratic opponents, 
apparently intent on making the 
legislation as objectionable as 
possible to its critics, furnished 
the margjn by which the Taft 
amendment was defeated. 

Voting with Taft were most of 
the Republicans and only three 
Democrats, Senators O’Daniel of 
Texas, Walsh of Massachusetts 
and Wheeler of Montana. 

Senator Donnell (Rep.), Mis- 
sourl, voted for the amendment: 
Briggs (Dem.), Missouri, against 
it. Senator Brooks (Rep.), Illigois, 
voted for it,and Lucas (Dem.), Il- 
linois, against it. 


Taft’s Counter-Proposal. 

After Truman renewed his re- 
quest for the legislation at his 
press conference today. Taft made 
a counter proposal: That the 
President be given “dictatorial” 
powers in labor disputes which he 
could use only if so directed by 
Congress in an emergency. 

Taft, chairman of the Republi- 
can Steering Committee, told the 
Senate he proposed that Congress 
frame legislation clothing the 
President with drastic emergency 
powers but holding that authority 
in abeyance until both houses ap- 
proved an implementing resolu- 
tion when any emergency arose. 

He said that even without the 
labor-draft provision, the emer- 
gency legislation now before the 
Senate would give unlimited pow- 
ers to the President under which 
he could “take over all business in 
the United States if he chose.” 

Taft said that under terms of 
the pending bill the President 
could declare any strike unlawful

‘Unhealthy’ List 


Because of Humidity, British Say 


LONDON, May 31 (UP) — A 
slightly red-faced Foreign Office 
spokesman explained today that 
His Majesty’s government was 
thinking only of the climate when 
it listed Galveston, Jacksonville, 
St. Louis, New Orleans and Sa- 
vannah as “unhealthy places.” 

“We are well aware that these 
are fine modern cities,” he said. 
“This list is prepared on the basis 
of climatological statistics. It ap- 
pears that these places have a 
somewhat humid climate and on 
that basis His Majesty's govern- 
ment hag been led to believe that 
consuls serving there were en- 


titled to additional leave.” 


He explained the Foreign Of- 
fice for 70 years has granted addi- 
tional leave to consuls serving in 
the southern section of the United 
States. Since 1875 the department’s 
annual handbook has listed the 
five southern consular posts as 
“unhealthy places for purposes of 
additional leave.” 

The Foreign Office was quick 
to point out that no American 
cities were included in the list 
of “really” unhealthy places — 
about 200 localities officially 
deemed “unhealthy places for pen- 
sion purposes.” at list includes 
places like Aleppo, Addis Ababa, 
Djibouti and even Leningrad, 


which the attorney general could 
obtain. :

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Trainmen Release Stenographic 
Report of Talk With White House 
That Led to Rail Strike Delay 


Truman’s Adviser Quoted as Saying ‘Presi- 
dent Will See to It That Railroads Will 
Make Some Further Concessions.’ 


CLEVELAND, May 31 (AP) — 
Headquarters of the Brotherhood 
of Railroad Trainmen have made 
public portions of ita stenographic 
record of telephone conversations 
with the White House May 18, 
when President Truman arranged 
a five-day postponement of the 
railroad strike. 

The trainmen president, A. F. 
Whitney, has charged that Tru- 
man “double crossed” him after 
assuring him of “further conces- 
sions” if negotiations were fre- 
sumed, 

A transcript of a conversation 
timed at 3:38 p.m. May 18 con- 
tained the following quotation 
from Whitney: 

“All right, we will start over. 
The engineers and trainmen have 
agreed to postpone the strike date 
from 4 p.m., May 18, to 4 p.m., 
Thurs., May 23, 1946 if the Presi- 
dent will immediately announce 
this action, and state that our ac- 
tion is responsive to a request 
from the President, with his as- 
surance that further concessions 
can be made with the railways, 
and that the organizations will not 
become involved by such postpone- 
ment under the terms of the 
Smith-Connally Act. Is_ that 
enough?” 

In the statement announcing 
the postponement Truman said he 
was confident that further prog- 
ress could be made in renewed 
negotiations with the carriers. 

Principals in the conversation 
were identified by the union as 
A. F. Whitney, president of the 
trainmen; Alvaniey Johnston, 
grand chief engineer of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engi- 
neers; Dr. John Steelman, labor 
adviser to the President; President 
Truman; Ray T. Miller, counsel 
for the brotherhoods. 


The text of the transcript: 

“At 3:38 p.m. President Whitney 
and Brother Johnston called the 
White House, and the following 
conversation took place: 

“President Whitney: Hello; Dr. 
Steelman? 

“Dr. Steelman: Yes. I am still 
sitting here with the President. 

“President Whitney: Can you 
listen in and have one of your ste- 
nographers take down what I say, 
so you will have it?

WASHINGTON, May 31 (AP)— 
President Truman found himself 
today on a political hot spot. 

He must decide whether to sign 
the Case labor disputes Dill at 
the risk of incurring labor’s en- 
mity or to veto it and take the 
chance of getting no labor legis- 
lation at all from Congress despite 
fresh strike threats. 

If he vetoes, he has no assur- 
arice the measure will not be 
passed over his’ opposition. A 
veto, if sustained, might serve to 
cool sqme of the intense labor 
heat ngendered: by Truman’s 
drastic temporary strike-curb pro- 
posals, 

But what about the hue and 
cry if new strikes occur and the 
Senate meanwhile does nothing 
about the President’s emergency 
program, which was passed over- 
whelmingly by the House? 

So tough did his decision ap- 
pear today that middle-of-the-road 
Senators, when asked what tha 
President might do, simply retort- 
ed: “What would you do?” 

View of Ellender, 


Senators who hold to rather ex- 
‘treme views on both sides of the 
labor question were not so unwill- 
ing to forecast the political con- 
sequences of a veto.

“If he vetoes the Case bill he’s 
going to make nearly everbody 
mad.

First indication to listeners that 
the bomb has burst may come 
when the ticking stops. 

Then will come the sound of the 
explosion from microphones on 
other ships, stationed progressive- 
ly farther away.

Rail Strike Leader Charges

Union. 


NFW YORK, May 31 (AP)— 
A. F. Whitney, president of the 
Brotherhood of Railw Train- 
men, told a CIO rally Wednesday 
night that his union had been 
given ‘the run-around and the 
doublecross” by President Tru- 
man in the recent rail strike. 

The trainmen’s leader said the 
original five-day truce in the 
strike was arranged on the Presi- 
dent's pledge of “further conces- 
sions” from the railroad owners. 
The full five days passed, however, 
Whitney said, without a confer- 
ence with the operators—and 
when they did meet (after the 
strike already had begun) no new 
proposals were made. 

The rally, attended by an esti- 
mated 35,000, police said, heard 
Whitney denounce the Railway 
Labor Act which for 20 years had

kept peace in the ranks of rall- 
way labor and had been termed 
by many “model” labor legislation. 

He described it as a “law that 
has been applauded by Wall 
Street, the corporate press, by. big 
business as one of the greatest 
labor laws in the nation because 
it is a law that retards progress, 
that delays the handling of griev- 
ances on the part of railroad 
labor.” 

He called it “a law that virtually 
hamstrings those who come with- 
in the pale of its provisions.” 
Whitney said under it “the rail- 
road men have laying on_ the 
shelves in Chicago 5000 unsettled 
grievances, some of them five 
years old.” 

Whitney said “organized in- 
dustrialists, the Association of 
American Railroads, chambers of 
commerce and Wall Street and all 
of it interests arrayed themselves 
against labor with the hope of 
crushing labor= giving it a solar 
plexus blow.”

“Know your enemies! Truman 
and 99 per cent of his Congress 
must be defeated in 1948.”

them of our impending strike and 
seeking their support. We realize 
the great problems trade unionists 
in other lands are now facing.

No Strike on Relief Ships, 

It was emphasized in the let-

Documents at Nuernberg Reveal He Told 
Labor Boss Sauckel ‘I Would Do Any- 
thing to Further German Victory.’

NUERNBERG, May 31 (By 
Radio) —One of the things chiefly 
responsible for Pierre Laval’s 
ghastly execution as a traitor was 
his declaration on the radio that 


‘YT am hoping for a German vic- 
tory.” Apologists for the Vichy 
premier have alleged that he ad- 
ded “over the Russians,” but that 
the fina] three words were cut off 
the air. 

Yesterday, his unequivocal as- 
sertions that “I would do anything 
to further German victory’ and 
that “I do not allow myself to be 
discouraged” were placed in the 
record of the international mili- 
tary tribunal. 

These quotations were taken 
from captured German documents 
and were made in the course of a 
meeting in Paris on Jan. 4, 1943, 
between Laval and the Nazi slave 
labor boss, Fritz Sauckel. The lat- 
ter had been instructed by Adolf 
Hitler to demand 250,000 new 
French workers to be poured into 
the maw of the Reichs armament 
machine. 

According to the official min- 
utes of the conference, Laval ut- 
tered a despairing protest, He de- 
clared it would be impossible to 
fulfill this fresh exaction in view 
of the hundreds of thousands of 
French prisoners of war and 
laborers already inside Germany. 

Sauckel answered that his Gov- 
ernment had overcome similar dif- 
ficulties in Germany. Laval com- 
plained that the Reich was not 
only engulfing French labor but 
stripping French factories of ma- 
chinery which was carried off into 
Germany. 

Laval’s Statement. 


The Premier proceeded: “I 
would do anything to further Ger- 
man victory. But the Reich im- 
poses new exactions every day 
and every day my tasks become 
more difficult. I do not allow my- 
self to become discouraged. How- 
ever, there is no longer a policy of 
collaboration. On the one side 
there is French sacrifice and on 
the other German compulsion.” 

Sauckel, who was under cross- 
examination, was asked by Jacques 
Bernard Herzog of the French 
prosecution what he replied to La- 
val. The defendant professed to 
be unable to remember. When the 
minutes were placed before him 
he admitted having answered: 

“It is regrettable @hat the 
French Government is composed 
of specialists who are capable only 
of postponement. The Fuehrer is 
determined to reign in France— 
even if necessary without a French 
Government.” 

Sauckel explained that these 
were not his sentiments and that 
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SIXTH and LOCUST (I) 


he merely repeated what Hitler 
had ordered him to say. 

On Jan, 14, 1944, it was brought 
out, Sauckel arrived again in 
Paris with a law he had drafted 
and which he asked Laval to sign. 
It was a decree mobilizing the 
French military class of 1944— 
that is, young men who were born 
in 1924-—for the purpose of draft- 
ing them as a body into the Ger- 
man war economy. Laval in dis- 
may asked time to reflect. Sauckel, 
questioned as to this episode, de- 
nied that he had presented an ulti- 
matum. 

“It was just a negotiation with 
Laval on friendly terms,” he main- 
tained. “I was very polite to the 
French Premier.” 

The Other Viewpoint. 

But another document placed in 
evidence showed that the defen- 
dant reported as follows to Hitler: 
“I have left no doubt of the vig- 
orous measures to be taken if our 
demands for the transfer of French 
workers are not met.” 

On June 6, 1944, British-Amer- 
ican forces landed in Normandy: 
Sauckel, who .was once more in 
Paris, improved the occasion by 
writing a letter bearing that date 
to German Ambassador Otto 
Abetz. As introduced in evidence it 
read in part as follows: ‘ 

“The invasion, so long expected, 
has at last begun. It puts an end 
to the period of delay regarding 
French labor. Now that German 
troops must again fight and die 
in the Channel area Laval’s word 
has no weight whatever. The only 
language now understood is that 
of the soldier. I will not be fooled 
any longer. 

“I beg you to ask Laval to sign 
not later than 10 o’clock tomorrow 
morning the decree mobilizing the 
1944 military class.” 

Asked whether this demand did 
not have the sound of an ulti- 
matum, Sauckel replied this was 
true but only insofar as a time 
limit was set. 

“T couldn’t wait,” he pleaded. “I 
had to leave.” 

Questioned on Statement. 

Herzog opened the session by 
questioning Sauckel about a state- 
ment he was alleged to have made 
and signed “voluntarily and under 
no compulsion” to American in- 
terrogators during last September 
at Oderursel. 

The defendant was quoted as 
saying that he became a convinced 
National Socialist in 1921, that be- 
tween then and 1933 he made 500 
speeches in behalf of the party, 
that he was proud to have brought 
Thuringia to a leading position in 
Nazi ideology, and that he obeyed 
Hitler’s orders blindly and until 
the collapse. 

The defendant was further rep- 
resented as saying that under his 
direction the Nuernberg racial 
laws were fully carried out in 
Thuringia and that the German 
people on the basis of their su- 
perior racial level had a right to 
lebensraum in Europe. 

Regarding his post as plenipo- 
tentiary general for labor commit- 
ment, Sauckel was purported to 
have said: 

“T had the mission of recruiting 
foreign labor for Germany and did 
my best to fulfill the task. I knew 
it would provoke resistance in for- 
eign countries but labor had to be 
brought into Germany. 

“Police measures were applied 
in occupied territories. When labor 
procurement met with difficulties 
in France, I insisted on a labor 
draft law under which French 
workers were forcibly deported 
into Germany. The care, housing, 


| feeding and transport of foreign 


workers was under my authority. 
I do not wish to mitigate or ex- 
cuse the performance of my mis- 
sion.” 

Sauckel objected that the state- 
ment was “all wrong” and that he 
signed it under duress. An officer 
in Soviet or Polish uniform, he de- 
clared, put the paper before him 
and ordered him to write his 
name at the bottom or else suffer 
deportation with his wife and four 
children to Russia. 

Introduced by Mistake. 


Without admitting that the doc- 
ument was inaccurate or that 
Sauckel’s story was true, Thomas 
J. Dodd of the American prosecu- 
tion said it was proposed to in- 
troduce the paper in evidence last 
December but its withdrawal was 
decided on when it was learned 
Sauckel would hold that he signed 
it. under coercion, The statement 
got into the court records by mis- 
take, Dodd explained. 


But there were numerous other 
passages in documents which 
Sauckel could not contest and 
which he strove with might and 
main to explain away. According 
to the official minutes of a ses- 
sion of the German Central Plan- 
ning Board on March 1, 1944, he 
declared that out of 5,000,000 for- 
eign workers in Germany, only 
200,000 went voluntarily. The de- 
fendant said the second figure 
was a stenographio error. 


If workers were penalized by 
taking away their food rations, 
Dr. Paul Joseph Goebbels and not 
the defendant was to blame. 


It was contrary to Sauckel’s in- 
structions, he said, that his man- 
hunters burned villages and shot 
their inhabitants. 


When he declared repeatedly 
that the program.of labor procure- 
ment must proceed “ruthlessly” 
he meant that ruthless measures 
must be taken against German of- 
ficers and functionaries who mis- 
treated foreign workers.

PHILADELPHIA, May 31 (AP)

largest newspapers was resumed 
yesterday with settlement of a 15- 
day strike by 370 AFL truck driv- 
ers.

A two-year contract was signed

Bulletin and morning Record and 
Inquirer with Local 628, Philadel- 
phia Newspaper and Magazine 
Chauffeurs and Handlers’ Union, 
affiliated with the Teamsters’ In- 
ternational. 

Delivery of the three papers with 
normal daily circulation of 1,500,- 
000 had been halted since May 16. 

Under the new contract, the

$50 a week for day work by Bulle- 
tin drivers. 


Drivers for all three papers will 
receive an additional boost of 
$3.50 per week on March 2, 1947. 
Their vacations will be increased 
from one to two and three weeks 
and all are to get time and a half 
for work on four holidays a year. 
A basic five-day, 40-hour week is 
provided instead of the previous 
42% hours.

PAULEY PROTESTS | 


UN RESTRICTIONS 
IN NORTH KOREA 


U. S. Reparations Group 
Placed Under Severe 
Handicaps by Rus- 
sians, Aid Discloses. 


SEOUL, May 31 (AP) — The 
Reparations Commission, seeking 
to determine whether or not the 
Russians removed machinery from 
northern Korea, is operating un- 
der such tight restrictions in the 
Soviet occupation zone that Ed- 
win W. Pauley, reparations chief, 
has protested. 

Pauley’s assistant, Dr. Ernst L. 
Klein, disclosed the protest today 
and presented this version of the 
situation: 

Col. -Gen, I. M. Chistiakov, Rus- 
sian military commander, has 
barred the 10-member commission 
from two of five industrial areas 
the commission had selected for 
inspection. 

A fiber plant has been closed 
to the mission, on the ground that 
it housed Soviet troops. 

The mission photographer has 
been forbidden to take photo- 
graphs on official trips, thus ren- 
dering difficult the substantiation 
of any evidence the mission finds. 

The mission is closely guarded. 
It can move about only by pre- 
arrangement and consent of the 
Russians. It must keep together. 

The-reason given for forbidding 
the mission entry to one important 
industrial area was that a large 
demobilization of Soviet troops 
was under way there. 

The mission has been denied air 
travel to speed up its work, on the 
ground that northern Korea lacks 
proper landing facilities.

American group. 

This is one of numerous allega-

Services in the new cemeteries 
of Europe and the Pacific hon- 
ored the 295,867 dead and 12,744 
missing of World War II,

can commander in Italy, speaking 
at the Anzio beachhead cemetery 
at Nettuno, expressed the hope 
that the German soldiers buried 
there, together with the American 
and British dead, may “form the 
seeds of a widened United Na- 
tions organization.” 

There were few large ceremonies 
in Germany, for during the last 
year the bodies of most Ameri- 
cans who died there in World War 
II have been transferred to lib- 
erated countries, 

At Margraten in The Nether- 
lands, Gen. Joseph T. McNarney, 
commander in chief of United 
States forces in Europe, said the 
United Nations must demonstrate 
all-out devotion to preserving 
peace.

Effectiveness of Separate 
Schedule and_ Rate

JEFFERSON CITY, May 31— 
The effectiveness of a separate 
electric rate schedule and separate 
rate base finding for the City of 
St. Louis, as sought by the city 
in the pending system wide rate 
and valuation case of the Union 
Electric Co. of Missouri, is chal- 
‘Jenged in a Memorandum filed 
with the Missouri Public Service 
Commission by Union Electric. 

The company, in support of its 
theory of one uniform rate for 
residential users in urban areas 
and another for such users in 
rural areas of the system, con- 
tended that while distribution 
costs may vary as between cities, 
“such variations effect no substan- 
tial difference in the ultimate cost 
of service.” 

“Rate differentials in residence 
rates in cities served by the com- 
pany are no longer justified,” the 
company contended. 

Costs Cited by City. 

The city, in demanding a sepa- 
rate finding of the value of com- 
pany property used in serving St. 
Louis, and a separate rate sched- 
ule based on that value, has con- 
tented St. Louis customers will 
have to bear costs which should 
be borne by others, if this is not 
done. 

The commission, which has 
been conducting an investigation 
of the original cost of Union Elec- 
tric property, and reasonableness 
of its rates, since last July, must

“Tor separate findings as to the 


city before proceeding further 
with the case. 


Chairman Morris E. Osburn of 
the commission said today the 
question would be ruled on soon. 
Determination of separate valua- 
tions and separate rates for the 
various cities and towns would 
materially extend the time re- 
quired for the investigation, now 
scheduled for completion this fall, 
he said. The original cost phase 
of the inquiry has been conduct- 
ed jointly with the Federal Power 
Commission. 


The company, in its memoran- 
dum in answer to the city de- 
mand, said the cost of delivering 
electric energy from its inter- 
connected power plant system to 
any load center was substantially 
the same. 

“While it is true that smaller 
urban areas show less customer 
density per square mile than 
larger urban centers, the heavier 
and more costly types of con- 
struction are required for distri- 
butions in the larger centers of 
population,” ‘the company con- 
tended. 

“The separate determination of 
rate base and return for cities 
served by a single inter-connected 
power system such as our would 
be a long and expensive task, re- 
quiring far more expert man- 
power than is available for the 
job. 

Objections Listed by Firm. 

“We believe that the long de- 
lays in arriving at rate determina- 
tions and the great cost of rate 
proceedings was one of the chief 
objections to the fair value 
method of: determining the rate 
base and was one of the motivat- 
ing factors leading to the policy 
recently announced by this com- 
mission (Public Service Commis- 
sion) of fixing the utility rate 
base on the undepreciated cost of 
utility properties.” 

A policy of fixing separate rate 


\ bases and separate rates for cities 


served by the same _ system, 
“where variations in cost, if any, 
are insignificant,” would “virtual- 
ly destroy” the efficient regulation 
which the commission's new policy 
was designed to accomplish, the 
company asserted. 

The memorandum defended the 
recent voluntary rate reduction 
filed by the company, effective 
last May 1, establishing uniform 
urban and rural residential rates, 
in the 
“interests of the public and of 
efficient regulation.” 

That reduction, adequacy of 
which was questioned by the city, 
was estimated at $680,000 a year 
for the system, but involved only 
minor reductions for St. Louis 
residential customers.

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New Rise Gives Illinois Miners 
Highest Pay They Ever Received 


Average Income Boosted to $3500 a Year, on 


Present Production—Welfare Fund Cost 
Put at $2,754,260 a Year.

To the typical Illinois mi#er, 
John L. Lewis has brought home 
the bacon again. 


The basic 18%-cent hourly wage 
increase, averaging $1.85 a day, 
gives him the highest wage he has 
ever received. It means that the 
average annual income’ of the 
rank-and-file Illinois member of 
the United Mine Workers will be 
increased from about $3000 to 
$3500. This takes into account 
maintenance of current heavy 
production schedules and the fact 
that the average miner. takes 
“time out” occasionally, often due 
to minor accidents. 

Creation of the first operator- 
financed health and welfare fund 
in the history of the industry is of 
secondary importance to the [IIli- 
nois miner, but it is a major fac- 
tor to the operators who may have 
to foot the bill. 

$2,754,000 a Year. 
Based on a five-cent royalty on 
each ton of coal mined by UMW 
members the cost of the fund in 
Illinois alone would total about 
$2,754,260 annually, predicated on 
the union’s share of current coal 
production throughout the state. 
It doesn’t strike home to the 
average Illinois digger, because 
fatalities in Illinois are far below 
those in West Virginia and other 
bituminous fields. Only 75 miners 
were killed in Illinois last year, as 
compared with 317 in the West 
Virginia field. Illinois mine in- 
juries totaled 3350 to West Vir- 
ginia’s 19,874, 
Illinois members of the UMW, 
who have been working six days 
a week, eight hours a day, since 
1941, until the strike began last 
April 1, were elated because of 
the new vacation pay agreement. 
It gives two weeks’ vacation with

payment of $100 instead of $75 
paid formerly. 

Members of the UMW policy 
committee, upon their return 
from the Washington’ confer- 
ences, told the Post-Dispatch that 
the miner could continue working 
and take the $100 in addition to 
his pay or he could take the time 
off. Formerly, they’ said, a miner 
had to work in the mines for a 
year before becoming eligible for 
vacation pay. Now it is granted 
on a pro rata basis with return- 
ing veterans credited with a year. 

In Clover Since 1941. 

The Illinois miners, relatively 
speaking, have been in clover 
because the mines 
have been working steadily. Be- 


tween 1930-39 many of the IIli-|* 


nois mines were operated 156 to 
175 days a year. In the depths 
of the depression, some were 
worked as few as 80 days. There 
is no assurance now of future 
productivity, although economic 
conditions indicate that the six- 
day operating week may continue 
for several years. 

As far as hours and overtime 
schedules go the new contract is 
the same as the old. New wage 
rates simply boost the earnings. 
The miners work under a con- 
tract providing for an eight-hour 
production day with the last hour 
at time-and-a-half. A ninth hour, 
representing non-productive “por- 
tal to portal pay,” is paid for at 
time and a half with the payment 
based on a basic rate of $1 an 
hour, now increased to $1.18% 
cents an hour. The sixth consecu- 


tive working day is paid for at) 


time and a half with double-time 
for the seventh. Night workers 
get premium rates, ranging from 
four to six cents an hour. 
$75.25 for Six-Day Week. 
Under the new schedule a miner 
who formerly was paid $63.50 for

a six-day week will get $75.25. 
Proportionate increases are effec- 
tive in other working classifica- 
tions. 

Besides the miners falling under 
the basic rate, upon which the 
contract is computed, there are 
numerous other classifications of 
mine workers. Earnings of from 
$5000 to $7000 a year in the mines, 
while not common, 
heard of. Such incomes have been 
received by such skilled workers 
as mechanical loading machine op- 
erators and hoisting engineers. 
Electricians and other technicians 
also earn premium rates, but their 
number is relatively small. 


The [Illinois members of the 
United Mine Workers, who num- 
ber between 17,000 and 18,000 work- 
ing miners, went fishing during 
the strike. They had faith that 
when the mines reopened they 
would do so under the major 
terms proposed by Lewis. Most 
of them had at least $1000 in war 
bonds. They didn’t concern them- 
selves with the present or the 
future. They just relaxed and

enjoyed themselves. Layoffs with- 
out pay were nothing new since 
most mines worked on a seasonal 
basis prior to the war.

| NEW YORK, May 31 (AP)—Dr. 
Maximilian Toch, chemist and art 
| expert, who in 1931 questioned the 
| genuineness of all but one of 30 
| Rembrandts owned by the Metro- 
| politan Museum of Art, died Tues- 
| day at Wickersham Hospital. He 
| was 81 years old. 
| Toch set off the controversy by 
telling a meeting of the New York 

Microscopical Society that the. 29 
| paintings were not genuine, be- 
cause he could date the paints 
used through microscopic analysis 
of pin points of pigment from 
the canvases. 

He originated a method of ex- 
amining old paintings with infra- 
red light, a process he described 
in his book, “Painting and Resto- 
ration,” published in 1931.

He was president and chief 
chemist of Toch Brothers Inc., and 
chairman of the board of the 
Standard Varnish Works and was 
credited with developing the orig- 
inal battleship gray formula used 
by the United States Navy.

necessitated by extended labor 
difficulties that shut off produc- 
tion for 115 days since last Jan. 
20. The salaried employes were 
paid through June and the layoff 
will be effective until production 
is resumed, he said. 

Only a plant protection force 
of 16 watchmen will be retained 
during the shutdown, he added. 

After the nation-wide steel 
strike, the company’s 1700 pro- 
duction employes, members of the 
CIO United Steel Workers’ Union, 
returned to work March 1 when 
the firm agreed to the 18%-cent 
hourly wage increase under the 
national settlement. Two weeks 


later the machinists struck for a 


wage increase and overtime pay 
for Saturday and Sunday work, 
and the steel workers respected 
the picket line. 

Negotiations were broken off 
after six weeks, with the machin- 
ists refusing a company offer to 
arbitrate. On the wage issue, the 
union scaled down its original re- 
quest from 28% cents an hour to 
26% cents and the company of- 
fered 20 cents. 


Overtime Pay Issue. 


Principal issue, however, was 
the union’s demand for overtime 
pay, which the company rejected. 
Niedringhaus said time and one- 
half pay for Saturdays and Sun- 
days, as such, is not paid any- 
where else in the industry, but 
that the company offered overtime 
pay for work over 40 hours in a 
consecutive work-week. 

With both sides deadlocked on 
the overtime issue, there is no 
prospect of an early settlement, 
Niedringhaus said. No additional 
negotiating meetings have been 
scheduled. Patrick Ryan, business 
representative of the Internation- 
al Association of Machinists, de- 
clined to comment. 

Walter Love, sub-regional di- 
rector of the CIO United Steel 
Workers’ Union, said his men will 
stay out of the plant as long as 
the machinists’ picket line is 
maintained. He expressed hope 
that a settlement will be reached 
soon, pointing out the steel work- 
ers’ contract .with the company 
provides for overtime pay on the 
same basis as that offered the 
machinists. 


Sunday Overtime Payment. 


The company paid overtime for 
Sunday, as such, from 1918 to 
1942 when it was discontinued un- 
‘der a Government order which 
provided overtime pay for the 
sixth consecutive day of work and 
double time for the seventh. The 
union sought restoration of the 
overtime on the old basis. : 

The strike also has stopped work 
on a five-million-dollar addition 
to the company’s plant and already 
has caused a six-month delay in 
its completion, Niedringhaus said. 
Work was halted when AFL crafts- 
men refused to cross the steel 
workers’ picket line during the 
national strike and again during 
the machinists’ strike. 

The addition, which will house 
a cold strip mill, was to have 
been completed next month but 
because of the delays will not be 
ready for operation until the first 
of next year, Work started last 
June, 


CONTROL OF WATERWAY RATES 
ON OIL LIFTED BY OPA 


WASHINGTON, May 31 (AP) 
— OPA has suspended price con- 
trol over transportation charges 
of certain waterway carriers. The 
order applies to contract carriers 
who operate on the Mississippi 
river, Gulf of Mexico, Atlantic in- 
land waterways, or between United 
States ports. 

It does not apply to any coal 
shipments, nor to water transpor- 
tation within a single harbor or 
between adjoining harbors, nor to 
Great Lakes transportation. OPA 
said petroleum, the principal prod- 
uct affected, no longer is being 
moved to any extent by inland 
waterway. This, the agency added, 
has eliminated the necessity for 
strict control over rates of con- 
tract carriers.

Eisenhower, Nimitz Pleas 
Bring Plan for Campaign 
in the Schools.

OKLAHOMA CITY, May 31 
(AP) — Chief executives of 26 
states returned from the National 


Conference of Governors to make 
plans to carry out the nation’s 29. B 


peacetime preparedness program 
which high military figures told 
them would rest largely on the 


states. 
Following a conference at the 


closing session Wednesday with | 


Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower, chief 
of staff, and Adm. Chester W. 
Nimitz, chief of naval operations, 
the governors reached the de- 
cision to go directly “to the young- 
sters in the schools and tell them 
what Americanism is” in order to 
stimulate interest in the future 
well-being of the nation. 

“Our patriotism is at a high 
peak in wartime,” said Gov. Ed- 
ward Martin, outgoing conference 
chairman. “We badly need the 
ardent spirit at all times, and we 
agreed that it is the youth to 
whom we must turn.” 


Gov. Millard F. Caldwell of 
Florida, newly elected chairman, 
said the executive committee of 
the conference will “explore the 
possibilities of extending military 
training to the high schools.” 

Both Secretary of War Robert 
P. Patterson and Gen, Eisenhow- 
er urged the extension of selective 
‘service. Adm. Nimitz appeared 
to outline postwar plans of the 
‘Navy. 

“All that hag been accomplished 
by four years of fighting can be 
jeopardized in the next 30 days,” 
Patterson told the governors. “I 
earnestly solicit your support for 
extension of selective service for 
one year, a real extension and not 


@ paper one.” 

“It is unfair to keep the same 
men in the Army for occupation 
duty in years to come,” Eisen- 
hower said. “The boys over there 
have done their stint, and now we 
need somebody else to take their 
places. We are in favor of volun- 
teer service, of course, but we've 
got to have selective service if 
we are to maintain our occupa- 
tion forces and assure our defense 
in years to come.” 

Among resolutions passed by the 
governors Wednesday was one 
calling on Congress to extend the 
selective service act. 

The Governors emphasizing 
states rights in veteran’s affairs, 
also urged that Congress enact 
legislation to return to the states 
the employment service, “the only 
question being the date of such 
return.” 

The conference asked that Con- 

ess pass “immediate and effec- 
tive legislative relief in quieting 
the titles of the several states to 
lands beneath tidal and navigable 
waters.” 

The Governors urged that a bil! 
which passed the Senate and now 
is pending in the House to author- 
ize Federal grants to states for 
planning and constructing hos- 
pitals be passed “at the earliest 
possible moment.” Another reso- 
lution declared: “Be it resolved 
that the Congress be urged to 
make war surplus dirt-moving 
machinery immediately available 
to soil conservation districts of 
the nation.”

BEER AND WHISKY SHORTAGE 
TO CONTINUE AT LEAST TO °47 


WASHINGTON, May 31 (UP)— 
American beer and whisky drink- 
ers were told yesterday that they 
probably will have to scrape along 
on present short rations at least 
the rest of the year. They were 
given no assurance, however, that 
there will be any improvement in 
supplies next year. 

Secretary of Agriculture Ander- 
son said it was “doubtful” whether 
grain allocations to distillers and 
brewers could be increased before 
next year. But, he said, the de- 
partment will review the situa- 
tion next fall when it will have a 
better picture of this country’s 
total available grain supplies and 
its needs. 

Brewers now are limited to 70 
per cent of the grain used during 
the corresponding month last 
year. Distillers are limited to only 
three days of their normal month- 
ly mashing capacity.

NLY one year has passed since the surrender of Germany. 


Al- 


ready, from some directions, the American Military Government 


is being urged to encourage 


German citizens to participate in 


political activity, presumably to let them learn the democratic way 


of governing themselves. Indeed, 


seven political parties already are 


permitted to be active in the American zone. 


The implication is that we are 
preparing the Germans for self- 
government comparatively soon. 

But are the Germans able to en- 
gage in politics leading toward re- 
estabMshment of a government 
‘Capable of handling national and 
international matters? 


After months of studying that 
most baffling thing, the Ger- 
man mind, it is our opinion they 
are not—and will not be for a 
long time to come. 

The task of the Psychological 
Warfare Division in the war. was 
essentially to undermine the en- 
emy'’s will to resist — by radio, 

leaflets dropped from 
planes or shot into the lines by 
artillery, and by loud-speakers at 
the front. 

Our task at headquarters was 
to develop the strategic plans for 
the campaign and execute them. 
This, naturally, required intel- 
ligence on the state of the Ger- 
man mind. 

The principal source was the in- 
terrogation of prisoners, for they 
Were a cross-section of the Ger- 
man nation. We had interrogators 
in detention pens, both at the 
front and back in tamps in Eng- 
land and France, where the shock 
of battle and capture had worn 
off. 


The fundamentals we 
searching for were these: 
1. Was there a _ substantial 
enough group of German soldiers 
against Hitler to make a straight 
attack the most useful

man people could we expect 
when we came to occupy that 
country? 

It became clear right up to the 
end of the war that it would be 
useless to appeal to the Germans 
- @n broad political grounds. Alle- 
- giance to Hitler by every test ran 
lose to 70 per cent, and this alle- 
' gBiance persisted right through 
March 1945, when, with defeat in- 
evitable, it dropped to 50 per cent. 

As a result, we concentrated 
our propaganda more on the hope- 
lessness of the strategic situation, 
the deterioration caused by bomb- 
ing and the fair treatment ac- 
corded to prisoners of war, than

May, our armies came to 
@ halt in a broken Reich. Our 
hearts were glad, but many of us 
charged with some responsibility 
for the occupation were sorely 
troubled, as we sat day after day 
debating the extraordinary diffi- 
culty of the German problem and 
trying in every way to sift the 
so-called good Germans from the 
bad and to lay the basis for a 
democratic future. 

We talked then of 20 years as 
the likely period required for the 
exorcism of the Nazi spirit and 
the regeneration of a democratic 


y. 

Yet today, only one year later, 
we are facing a growing senti- 
ment in America that assumes 
the Germans to be ready for de- 
mocracy. We are urged to en- 
ccurage political parties on a na- 
tional level and to let the Ger- 
mans learn democracy by prac- 
ticing it. Some of this propa- 
ganda is fostered by some Ger- 
man-American papers, some by 
liberals whose experience with 
Germany is no more recent than 
the days of the Weimar Repub- 
lic, and some by military person- 
nel anxious to get the job done. 
Let us take stock of the back- 


By last winter we had had two 
tests of what we could expect on 
the German political scene: first. 
Our experience in the war and, 
second, our experience in the first 
six months in seeking anti-Nazi 
personnel to edit newspapers and 
magazines and publish books. In 
neither did we find cause for faith 
in German democracy. 

From ‘prisoner interrogation we 
prepared an estimate of how the 
Wehrmacht was divided in politi- 
cal faith. These were our conclu- 
sions:

Nazis were limited to almost sui- 
cidal fanatics, who, in military 
terms, could be reckoned to man a 
last redoubt in a hopeless guerrilla 
war of slow extinction. Politically, 
they belong with the 40 per cent 
Nazi-Nationalists, totaling half 
the population. 

The Conservative - Nationalists, 
another 25 per cent, stood for 
everything anti-democratic, and 
the 15 per cent “unpoliticals” |“m 
could not be reckoned as an inde- 
pendent political force. 

The 10 per cent convinced anti- 
Nazis were a potential core of 
resistance, but there were many 
factors inhibiting action, such as 
the divergent personal or political 
or religious bases of their anti- 
Nazism. 

On the basis of our analysis, we 
predicted there would be no or- 
ganized opposition to the Nazi 
regime, even in its dying days. 
And, as we swept across Germany, 
events confirmed this. There were 
large defections in civilian mo- 
rale as our armies approached, 
but they had little or no political 
basis,

Speaking extemporaneously to 
the graduation crowd at Constitu- 
tion Hall Wednesday night, Tru- 
man remarked jocularly tha* the 
“country is perfectly safe” when 
the President, by one speech such 
as his own draft-labor demand to 
Congress Saturday, can bring to 
“accord” such diverse elements as 
Senator Pepper (Dem.), Florida, 
and Taft (Rep.), Uhio, the Com- 
munist Daily Worker and the Wall 
Street Journal. 

Despite dire prophecies by some, 
he continued, “the end of things 
has not come—for this great na- 
tion, or for the worrd.” 

“Tt is only the beginning,” he 
said, and then for emphasis, he 
repeated, “It is only the begin- 
ning.” 

The university gave the Presi- 
dent’s daughter, Margaret, an A.B. 
degree and made the Chief Execu- 
tive an honorary doctor of laws. 
He handed Margaret her diploma 
and plahted a kiss on her cheek. 
In good humor after a day in 
which he saw John L. Lewis and 
the Government come to terms for 
operation of the soft coal mines, 
Truman sprinkled his remarks 
with flashes of dry Midwestern 
wit. 

He credited his “good friend,” 
Associate Justice Hugo Black of 
the Supreme Court, with remind- 
ing him of Henry Clay’s forebod- 
ings in the Senate in 1833.

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Minimum Pay 
Bill Prospects 
Not Too Good 


Supporters of 65- 
Cent Floor, How- 
ever, to Make 
Strong Effort. |

WASHINGTON, May 31. 

UPPORTERS of the 65-cent 

minimum wage bill are making 

a strenuous effort to obtain 
legislation at this session of Con- 
gress, but the prospect does not 
appear too hopeful, although 90 
House members have agreed to, 
act as co-sponsors. 

The stumbling block, the Post- 
Dispatch was informed, is likely 
to be the House Rules Committee, 
the villain of many a piece on 
Capitol Hill, A majority of the 
members are opposed generally to 
social welfare legislation. 

: Here is what has happened so 
ar: 

The bill, backed by President 
Truman, was introduced last sum- 
mer in the Senate by Senator 
Claude Pepper (Dem,), Florida, 
and in the House by Congressman 
Frank E, Hook (Dem.), Michigan. 
It was in the form of an amend- 
ment to the Fair Labor Standards 
Act of 1938, broadening and clari- 
fying the act’s minimum wage and 
overtime coverage. The bill con- 
templated increasing the legal 
minimum of 40 cents an hour to 
65 cents, with subsequent auto- 
matic increases to 70 and 75 cents 
four years after passage. 

Watered Down Version. 

The Senate passed a watered- 
down version of the bill last April 
5. This version extendtd mini- 
mum wage coverage to seamen 
and provided for a flat 65 cents 
an hour wage payable to em- 
ployes now covered. Furthermore, 
it was passed with an amendment 
introduced by Senator Richard 
B. Russell (Dem.), Georgia, which 
would include farm labor costs 
in determining farm parity prices.

Quest for a Labor Policy 


With the rail strike out of the way and the 
coal strike settled, the public can breathe easier 
—but not much easier. The symptoms have been 
temporarily relieved but the fundamental dis- 
order remains. The country is still without an 
adequate and well-defined labor policy and no 
better prepared to meet future labor crises than 
it was to meet the last two. The Administra- 
tion’s most urgent domestic problem is to pro- 
vide legal safeguards against the exhibitionist 
antics of labor “czars” who crowd each other for 
the limelight and care not a cankered cent for 
the injury done to the national economy and the 
inconvenience or suffering of the consuming 
public. 

Consider the coal strike. It is settled now, 
after a two-month mine stoppage, on terms that 
could just as easily have been reached without 
the loss of one day’s work. The pay increase 
granted the’ miners follows the pattern of the 
1844-cents-an-hour increase granted in automo- 
biles and steel. And since working conditions in 
the coal-mining industry have long been sub-par, 
there is a good case for the workers’ welfare 
levy of 5 cents a ton. The principal ground for 
opposing this demand is removed with the spe- 
cification that the fund is to be jointly admih- 


istered by management and the union, instead, 


of by the union alone as John L. Lewis orig- 
inally demanded. 

The same agreement could have been reached 
two months ago, except that John L. Lewis had 
to have his long turn on the stage. For the sixth 
time in three years he compelled the Govern- 
ment to seize the mines. For the sixth time in 
three years, production has been interrupted, the 
energies of the nation’s chief executive have 
been imposed upon, and the public has been 
injured and frustrated. And why? Simply to 
give expression to one man’s aes and am- 
bition. . 

The actions of men like _porty Whitney and 
Alvanley Johnston are at last bringing action in 
Washington. President Truman’s emergency la- 
bor measure has passed the House and, now 
shorn of the ill-conceived clause empowering the 
President to dragoon striking laborers into the 
Army, it ought to pass the Senate. With the 
hard coal industry closed down tight and with 
a shipping strike threatening within two weeks 
to paralyze the nation’s seaports, the President 
must have some weapon of authority. The na- 
tion cannot be left impotent against strikes that 
shut down vital and strategic industries and 
block the production of goods which alone, in 
the last analysis, can undercut the black market 
and stay spiraling prices. It is true that the 
emergency bill grants the President extraordi- 
nary powers, but the need is extraordinary, and 
the new law would automatically expire within 
six months after the official ending of the war. 

Congress’s own reaction to the willful labor 
leaders has been to rush through the Case bill. 
This bill contains several constructive provi- 
sions, such as the appointment of fact-finding 
commissions through which public opinion can 
be brought to bear more effectively on labor 
disputes; the provision of a Federal mediation 
board authorized to declare a 60-day cooling- 
off period before a lockout or strike is ordered; 
the prohibition of the secondary boycott; a sec- 
tion making employer and union alike liable for 
breach of contract; and the provision that man- 


. agement shall have a hand in administering any 


employe welfare fund to which it contributes. 

These things are all to the good, but they are 
not enacted here in their best form and they 
are not fitted into unified policy. The Case bill, 
too, has specific weaknesses. For example, it 
carries a shotgun ban against independent unions 
of foremen. The bill is acceptable, if at all, only 
for the tactical advantage it might afford in get- 
ting a better law later. 

President Truman has pointed the way for a 
permanent law and a permanent policy in his 
recommendation that the two Houses of Con- 
gress form a joint committee to study the sit- 
uation and report a bill that would establish 
long-range labor policy, particularly for indus- 
tries affected with a national interest like trans- 
portation, power, steel, coal and communications. 

Admittedly, the problem before Mr. Truman 
and Congress—both from an emergency and a 
long-range point of view—is exceedingly subtle 
and complex. This is because, as the country 
has witnessed in the past few months, there are 
some crises which involve, on the one hand, the 
fundamental rights of man and, on the other, 
the safety and welfare of the community. The 
problem is to safeguard both without unduly im- 
pinging on the rights of either. As James H. 
McGraw of Business Week said recently, this 
involves “an operation almost as delicate as 
brain surgery.” 

By passing the Case bill, an aroused Congress 
has shown that it can face up to the political 
consequences inherent in labor legislation. Now 
let Congress show the deliberate wisdom and 
calm courage required to pass a constructive 
bill which will protect the nation from a repe- 
tition of the successive paralytic strokes which 
it has suffered in recent months. 
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Concerted Action Is Needed 
If St. Louis County municipalities and the 
County Court are alert to the best interests of 
their citizens, they will join St. Louis in pro- 
testing against the proposed disposition of St. 


Louis County Gas Co. North American, the 
“death-sentenced” holding company, wants either 
to scatter the stock among its own stockholders 
or sell it to an affiliated company (Union 
Electric?) or to the public. The city holds that 
County Gas should be purchased by and inte- 
grated with Laclede Gas Light Co., which serves 
the city. 

It is to the obvious advantage of city and 
county consumers alike to have a community- 
wide gas system. Mutual operating economy can 
be gained in that way. Furthermore, both city 
and county will benefit from the elimination 
of heavy duplicating overhead costs which will 
continue so long as the systems are separate. 
But all that economy, and still more, will be lost 
if County Gas remains separate. And if, in spite 
of the SEC’s obvious preference to the contrary, 
County Gas becomes a permanent subsidiary of 
Union Electric, county consumers would be de- 
nied a wholesome competition between electric- 
ity and gas services. 

The city also makes a persuasive case, in which 
the county should likewise join, against the 
proposed merger of Union Electric and Illinois

Power. Operations in two states could only 
present special regulatory headaches. The in- 
herent inefficiencies would surely overbalance 
any hypothetical economies. As a matter of fact, 
the hypothetical economies are themselves un- 
convincing, for Union Electric is large enough 
by itself to achieve maximum attainable econ- 
omy. The important thing is that it can do so 
only when it is shorn of all unnecessary inter- 
corporate affiliations and attendant obligations. 

North American’s plans are against the in- 
terest of this whole community. Let us hope the 
whole ¢ommunity will pool —— to defeat 
them. 
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Tale of Three Cities 


A sharp demonstration of how helpless St. 
Louis might be, in the face of a purely lochl 
strike, was the one-day prostration of Roches- 
ter, N. Y. Yet if Rochester had been able to 
apply any kind of local conciliation to its dis- 
pute, it might not have been helpless. And 
that is an example for St. Louis. 

In Rochester, public transportation, the two 
daily newspapers, factories, theaters and stores 
were shut down for 24 hours. Thirty thousand 
unionists were idle because of a dispute which 
began when City Manager Louis B. Cartwright 
abolished 489 city jobs in the Public Works 
Department. The AFL had been trying to or- 
ganize that department, and accused the city 
government of discrimination. 

The strike ended when the city promised to 
negotiate with organized employes. 

An answer to the illustration of Rochester 

is the illustration of Toledo, O. In Toledo, a 
three-sided conciliation and mediation commit- 
tee, representing management, labor and the 
public, is an important part of city government. 
It acts whenever industrial trouble threatens. 
It acts before there is trouble. Hence, in To- 
ledo, this branch of government has reduced 
strikes and public distress. * 
The great advantage of the Toledo plan is 
that it helps build a conciliatory spirit among 
labor and management. Through constant con- 
tact, the leaders of these two groups learn mu- 
tual understanding, and try to work together. 
If Rochester had possessed such conciliatory ap- 
paratus, particularly had the city government 
been represented, its day of paralysis need 
never have come about. 

St. Louis is, today, in the same potentially 
helpless position in which Rochester found it- 
self. But this community has the example of 
Toledo before it. Mayor Kaufmann said the 
other day that he had not come to a decision 
regarding the Toledo plan, but was still study- 
ing it. He has been studying it for more than 
two months. 

Is the evidence of Rochester not enough? Is 
the success of Toledo not sufficient? How much 
longer must St. Louis study the dangers of in- 
dustrial strife, and leave itself helpless? 
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There Are Smiles— 


John L. Lewis, the import of the news is, is 
smiling. The spring of his discontent, which 
rolls around regularly every 12 months, is over. 
It is news of national moment that Mr. Lewis’s 
scowl has been replaced by a smile. Mr. Lewis’s 
smile, not to be lost to posterity, is engraven 
upon celluloid, and displayed on the front pages 
of the ‘public prints. 

John L, Citizen, whether he smiles or scowls 
we are not told. Perhaps he likes’ Mr. Lewis's 
annual crises. On the other hand, it is possible 
that he does not. Perhaps it is of interest to 
him that Mr. Lewis is happy today. Or there 
is perhaps a greater degree of probability that 
the smile of the citizen, on the occasion of Mr. 
Lewis's smile, is more as described by Bret 
Harte in these immortal lines: 

He smiled a kind of sickly smile and 
curled up on the floor, 

And the subsequent proceedings inter- 
ested him no more. 
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A Rule to Fit the Situation 

The public interest will be served if the au- 
thorities controlling the construction industry 
will keep their sights trained more closely on 
the real bottleneck in building—the shortage of 
materials. At present, the policy is to forbid 
any non-veteran housing work, except painting 
and interior decoration, that costs a total of 
more than $400. But there is a great deal of 
remodeling that would cost more than $400, and 
yet use little or no new construction materials. 

Why not revise the rule to place emphasis 
not on the total cost of the job, but on the 
amount of construction materials required? The 
regulation would then be directed toward the 
real shortage, which is in lumber, brick, plumb- 
ing fixtures and so on, and not, at the moment, 
in carpenters, bricklayers and plumbers. 

Under the present policy, with materials as 
short as they are, workmen are likely to find 
themselves without jobs. Already, some con- 
tractors allege that labor is engaging in a slow- 
down to make such jobs as are offered last 
longer. ‘ Nothing should be done to prevent the 
creation of jobs that make little if any demand 
on the limited supply of materials. 
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As to Double-Duty Aldermen 


The impropriety of an Alderman’s acceptance 
of employment as counsel for anyone in deal- 
ing with agencies of the city government ought 
to be evident on the face of it. To those for 
whom it isn’t, what is happening to the taxicab 
bill is an example. 

The bill, drawn by Director of Public Utili- 
ties Brockhoff, would provide for stricter regu- 
lation of taxicabs. Several Aldermen have acted 
as counsel for taxicab companies and appeared 
before the Board of Public Service in opposi- 
tion to the bill. 

Now the bill, sent to the Board, is being held 
up because, contrary to custom, no Alderman 
will introduce it. Is this not ample evidence 
that an Alderman should not act both as special 
pleader for private interests in a public cause, 
and as a judge of the cause before whom the 
case is pleaded?

The Douglas MacArthur you are thinking 
about when you arrive here, the one you 
expect to find, is the relentless warrior 
who fought the Southwest Pacific war. You 
recall an unforgettable picture, MacArthur, 
on the shell-torn sands of bloody Los Ne- 
gros, standing over the naked body of a 
Jap, and saying with satisfaction, “This is 
the way I like to see them.” 

But that is not the MacArthur you find 
here, not at all. You find a Douglas Mac- 
Arthur who is one of the most popular men 
in Japan, who is working so hard at the 
systematic pacification of the Japanese peo- 
ple through constitutional government, that 
his thoughts have turned away not only 
from war, but also from any presidential 
ambitions he may have had. 


You find a Douglas MacArthur who has 
come to take his job as overseer of 60,- 
000,000 obedient and peaceful people so 
seriously that he believes he may, through 
leading them in the creation of a sort of 
model democratic state without an army 


or navy, eventually point the way to world’ 


peace, 


Critics Who Ignore the Facts 


Gen. MacArthur and his staff are more 
impatient wtih the kick-’em-in-the-face boys 
than with any of their other critics. “Kick- 
’em-in-the-face boys” is the label under 
which they lump those who insist the Jap- 
anese are being treated far too softly; that 
they are fooling us completely by faking 
acceptance of defeat. 

Such critics, it is considered, just don’t 
know the job that is being done out here 
or understand anything about it. First, the 
Jap war potential has been so flattened by 
bombing and occupation demolitions that 
not within 50 years can the Japanese hope 
to rebuild the kind of industrial civiliza- 
tion they had. 

‘~Second, our information is so good that 
it is impossible for the Japanese to fool 
us. Third, the Japs are scratching so hard 
to find enough to eat that they haven't 
the time or energy for any other plotting. 

Fourth, the only alternative to what we 
are doing would be to kill off the whole 
60,000,000 of them. That could be done, all 
right, but would American public opinion 
stand for that? Obviously not. 


Task Will Require Three Years 


Gen. MacArthur and the members of his 
staff feel that the American occupation of 
Japan must last as long as three years, 
and ideally should not last longer than 
five years. They believe the job they are 
doing—the shaping of public opinion to 
support free and democratic institutions 
rather than any form of dictatorship and 
regimentation—requires all of three years. 


If abandoned after a briefer period or if 
the kick-’em-in-the-face boys should get 
their way, chaos would result, and chaos is 
the breeding ground of Communism and 
Fascism, regimentation and totalitarian- 
ism. 

Russia is much on the mind of Gen. Mac- 
Arthur and his staff officers, though they 
think the rest of the world is inclined to 
be a little too. perturbed about the Rus- 
sians. They feel that they understand the 
Russian technique of behaviorism pretty 
well, on the basis of the evidence supplied 
by the young officers of the Russian mis- 
sion here. 

These swagger into hotel lobbies, bang 
their hobnailed shoes on the floor to at- 


i 


tract attention and get tough with waiters. 
They act this way on order; no nation in 
the world is as regimented as Russia and 
the captive Russian states are today. 


We want to establish freedom and de- 
mocracy. Consequently, we should empha- 
size freedom and democracy in all our deal- 
ings; Russian behaviorism should not be 
appeased, but ignored. 

Gen. MacArthifr does not discount the 
fact that the Russians constitute a great 
power in the world today—one of two great 
powers, the United States being the other. 
The colonial system has had its day; it is 
now obsolete, and the sooner the colonial 
powers realize this and accept the situa- 
tion gracefully, the better for all concerned. 


The General’s View of War 


Gen. MacArthur believes that World War 
II proved once and for all that war is a 
failure. As a result ‘of the forces for de- 
struction now released in the world 
through the atomic bomb of yesterday, to- 
day and tomorrow, another war would pro- 
duce mass extermination, It is because he 
firmly believes in this menacing reality 
that MacArthur has reconverted himself 
from a man of war to a man of peace. 


The question naturally arises: Isn’t this 
just a good line for an American with pres- 
idential ambitions? This does not appear to 
be the case. Douglas MacArthur would 
prove so poor a candidate that he could 
scarcely be nominated, to say nothing of 
being elected. By the time the 1948 election 
rolls around he will be well into his sixty- 
ninth year. His aloofness from the mob 
and his innate shyness are not qualities a 
candidate can survive. 

It is probable that Gen. MacArthur, 
whose prescience is one of his strong 
points, knows this as well as anybody else. 
Some of the staff officers who gingerly 
nursed a presidential boom for him have 
been removed and given other assignments. 


Architect of a New Nation 


Gen. MacArthur sees a role for himself, 
perhaps a bigger role than any other, in 
that of a leader who may do something to 
direct the world toward the renunciation 
of war. He has been working away at fash- 
ioning a model peaceful and democratic 
nation over here in his corner of the world, 


The new Japanese constitution was, in 
fact, his creation. He told the Japanese 
what he had in mind. They came back 
with something far afield. The General 
worked away at directives for rewriting 
the document. Finally the Japanese came 
up with the constitution for a model state 
without an army or a navy, dedicated to 
progress through peaceful pursuits alone. 


Douglas MacArthur is very proud of this 
achievement. He feels the architectural 
job he has done in fashioning a new Japan 
from the ashes of a state held in slavery 
may eventually exhibit to the world a model 
from which a world of peace and democ- 
racy can be constructed. 

He has no illusions about what the world’s 
attitude to such an idea may be, but that’s 
what he is selling to the limit of his abil- 
ity. And, as he sees it, that or something 
like it is what the world will buy—or perish.

The fight for a free, united India has 
taken most of his life, and today the Mahat- 
ma stands on the brink of accomplishing 
this end.

Unworkable Partnership. 


The policy was made by men 
who had just begun to realize the 
vital significance of the British- 
American connection in the world. 
But they had not yet understood 
that this connection will be weak- 
ened, perhaps ruined, if in the 
Anglo-American partnership the 
initiative is in the Foreign Office 
while the final costs in blood and 
treasure have to be approved by 
the Congress of the United States. 

The argument on this crucial 
point — that the Anglo-American 
partnership cannot be maintained 
on a basis of inequality—is, as I 
happen to know, not well received 
in London. But the enduring and 
common interests of the English- 
speaking peoples will suffer if 
British officialdom ignores the 
argument, or tries to discount it 
as anti-British and isolationist. 

The argument comes from men 
who are among the oldest friends 
and advocates of the British-Amer- 
ican connection, and the chances 
are that they are not wrong in 
prophesying that a partnership 
without equality—such as we have 
seen these past 12 months—will 
not work. . 

The alternate to underwriting 
the British position in the Medi- 
terranean is to restore a balance 
of power in the Mediterranean. 
Eventually and in one way or an- 
other the Russians are going to 
become a Mediterranean power. 
Britain alone cannot in the long 
run prevent this. 


A Mediterranean Balance. 


Britain, reinforced by the United 
States, can for a while hold the 
Russians in check. But the conse- 
quence is that there will be no 
peace. There will be only a kind 
of truce, which in countless ways, 
by intrigues, blunders, official irre- 
sponsibility, could be broken and 
would result in war. 

There would appear to be no 
basis for a settlement except by 
multiplying: the number of powers 
which have a direct stake in the 
Mediterranean. To this end the 
proposal to make Italy the trustee 
of Tripoli looks in the right direc- 
tion: away from the notion that 
the Mediterranean must. be a Brit- 
ish lake in order to exclude the 
Russians from making it a Rus- 
sian lake. 

But to restore Italy as a Medi- 
terranean power—and to support 
the revival of France—will not be 
enough. The United States will 
need to become a Mediterranean 
power too. The Russians are com-

Jack Balch, whose name regu- 
larly <ppears over drama criti- 
cism in the Post-Dispatch, made 
his debut as a playwright and di- 
rector Wednesday night with the 
world premier of a three-act play, 
“Me The Sleeper!” at the St. Louis 
Community Playhouse. Balch’s 
play was presented under auspices 
of the Experimental Group. 

The banal adage that those who 
can, do, and those who can’t, criti- 
cize, was vigorously debunked by 
the play.. Balch demonstrated that 
he can do, both as playwright and 
as director, and consequently that 
his right to criticize others gets 
its validity from his own abilfty to 
give life to a work in the theater. 

The play evolves about a simple, 
yet elemental observation: that 
the world is a dualism, schizo- 
phroid in character. It is neither 
entirely real nor entirely dream, 
Vout a mixture in which first the 
real and then the illusory takes 
hold. This schizophrenia reveals 
itself in the character of Luddy, 
the central figure, a ‘war-torn 
newspaper man, néurotic to begin 
with and a psychotic after seeing 
battle. 

Luddy has been searching for 
truth ever since he can remem- 
ber, but his dream of youth that 
beauty and perfection existed in 
the world has been shattered. In 
its place he found bitterness and 
the world as it is, with its deceit 
and chicanery. As long as he can 
cling to his muse, embodied in an 
intense love for Betrina, a pas- 
sionate dream at 17, he can hope 
for survival. But* once this de- 
pendency is gone, Luddy himself 
is destroyed. Balch ends on a 
hopeless note of the hopelessness 
of a sick man in a sick society. 

Around this grim theme, there 
has been spun a rich poetry of 
word, of mood and of movement. 
Balch draws on the Bible, Shakes- 
peare and his own sensitivity to 
words for the construction of a 
heightened emotional experience. 
Some may question the result as 
theater in the conventional sense, 
for the play comes off more like 
an epic poem pantomimed, but it 
contains its audience from start 
to finish. 3 

The most effective moments in 
the play rest in the second act, a 
long one-scene episode in which 
Luddy recreates those events in 
his life that have contributed to 
his malady. Out of an involved 
Freudian atmosphere, comes a 
wide-range commentary on the 
world, the people in it and the 
elements in their experiences 
which make them tick. 

There is room for some cutting 
toward the end of the act because 
the impact increases with such 
tension that it becomes difficult 
to await the release. The fusion 
of tenderness, love, despair and 
suffering seems hard to take in a 
single dose, 

The entire cast put the play to- 
gether as a labor of love, respond- 
ing generously to Balch’s direc- 
tion. Harry Gibbs as the tragic 
Luddy; Mary Ellen Verheyden as 
his loving, desperate wife; Jean 
Bristow as Betrina, his dream, and 
Dick Whittington as his child, 
Jimmy, gave moving perform- 
ances. The lighting which served 
to maintain the mood was plotted 
by Ted Kehoe and Edith Walsh. 

Repeat performances open to 
the public will be given tonight 
and tomorrow night.

Many years later, after Dorris 
had founded the Dorris Motor Car 
Co., which produced models bear- 
ing his name from 1905 to 1926, he 
felt the urge to own one of the 
early products of his design. A 
long search ended in Los Angeles 
in 1944 when the present machine 
was discovered as it was about 
to be junked at the conclusion of 
a long career in motion pictures. 

Termites had riddled the wooden 
body, the wheels were beyond res- 
toration and the carburetor was 
missing altogether. It was shipped 
to the machine shop currently op- 
erated by Dorris at 6108 Clemens 
avenue and the patient work of 
restoration was begun.

The carburetor had to be 
made by hand and sheet metal 
fenders and running boards were 
substituted for the originals. of 
laminated wood. 

Original ‘Unit Power Plant.’ 
Dorris has bought a new col- 
lapsible top, had the seat uphol- 
stered, the body painted and a 
generator, battery and headlights 
installed, but the “unit power 
plant,” first of its type, is the 
original installation. 

It is cranked by hand from the 
side and power is transmitted to 
the rear axle by a chain drive.

TOKYO, May 31 (AP)—Em- 
peror Hirohito, a quiet little man 
in a plain business suit, made his 
secretly-arranged second call on 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur today. 
The two were reported to have 
talked of food, of reconstruction, 
and of the vast changes in Japan 
since Hirohito had come hat in 
hand to MacArthur’s door for the 
first time last Sept. 27. . 
Hidemasa Terasaki of the im- 
perial household ministry acted as 
interpreter and was the only 
other person in the room, He told 
reporters only that a variety of 
topics had been discussed. Other 


divulged the general subjects cov- 
ered in the hour and a half meet- 
ing. 

The meeting came just three 
days ahead of the scheduled open- 
ing of international war crimes 
trials in Tokyo. 

MacArthur declined to comment 
to the press; so did his staff. 
Hirohito was accompanied to 
the United States Embassy 
by Imperial Household Minister 
Yoshitami Matsudaira. There were 
no guards, and the two-car caval- 
cade left the palace so quietly that 
even Premier Shigeru Yoshida’s 
office said it was unaware of such 
a call, 

Meanwhile, an American lawyer 
who will help defend Hideki Tojo 
says the trial of the former pre- 
mier and 25 other Japanese will 
have to“’go like greased lightning” 
to end by Christmas. 

The attorney, John W. Guider of 
Washington, D.C., a Navy captain 
during the war, added: 

“I think it will take the prose- 
cution two or three months to 


present its case, and we will take 


as long, or even 50 per cent long- 


er. 
“T will be very much surprised 
if the evidence is concluded with- 
in six months. The translation 
difficulty is terrific. .This trial 
could drag out for a year.” 
Guider explained the situation 
was nothing like that at Nueren- 
berg, whtre interpretation is made 
simultaneously with the testimony.

CPA Head Decrees Slash in 
Authorizations in Next 
45 Days. 


WASHINGTON, May 81 (AP)— 
John D. Small, Civilian Produc- 
tion Administrator, has ordered a 
deep slash in non-housing con- 
struction authorizations in the 
next 45 days. 

Small directed each agency field 
office to reduce its dollar value

He told Commons that since 
last autumn, Britain had diverted 
490,500 tons of food grains to Ger- 
many and 104,000 tons to India. 

“It is utterly impossible for the 
United Kingdom alone to shoul- 
der the responsibility for feeding 
20,000,000 in the British -zone in 
Germany and 400,000,000 hungry 
Indians,” he said. 

Morrison reported that when he 
went to Washington for food dis- 
cussions with the United States, 
official stocks of grain were so 
low that by today “there would 
not have been a ton of bread grain 
left in the British zone in Ger- 
many.” He continued: 

“As a result of the Washington 
talks, this threat to the prestige 
and the security of the British oc- 
cupation in Germany has now 
been averted. Since my discussions 
in Washington the United States 
Government has found it possible 
to make available for India and 
the British zone of Germany ap- 
preciable quantities of wheat and 
coarse grain for early shipment.”

INDIANAPOLIS, May 31 (AP) 
~—George Robson, thirtieth winner 
of the 500-mile international 
sweepstakes at Indianapolis Mo- 
tor Speedway, figures the foul 
luck that had been dogging him 
and Joel Thorne’s racing stable 
simply wore itself out before yes- 
terday’s race. 

The Los Angeles driver, who 
had the pleasant task today of 
picking up a check for $33,800— 
$20,000 for first prize and $13,800 
for leading in 138 laps—had tried 
twice before to capture the Memo- 
rial day classic but motor trouble 
stopped him both times. His 
brother Hal started yesterday's 
race and went out at 90 miles with 
a broken connecting rod. 

Thorne, wealthy Hollywood 
speed enthusiast, suffered a brok- 
en leg in a pre-race motorcycle 
accident and couldn’t drive his 
other car. He turned it over to 
Rudi Caracciola of Bern, Switzer- 
land, European auto racing 
champ, and Caracciola was crit- 
ically injured in a trial spin at 
the speedway last Tuesday. 

Averaged Over 114 Miles. 

Robson's elapsed time for the 
distance was 4:21:16.70, giving 
him an average speed of 114.820 
miles an hour—a figure bettered 
by only three other speedway win- 
mers. The record for the event— 
117.200 miles an hour—was set by 
the late Floyd Roberts in 1938. 
Mauri Rose of South Bend, Ind., 
co-winner in 1941, averaged 115.117. 
Wilbur Shaw, three-time winner 
and now president and general 

r of the speedway, trav- 
eled 115.035 to his 1938 triumph. 

Art Sparks of Los Angeles built 
the winning car. Its speed had 
been proven by the late Jimmy 
Snyder, who set the Indianapolis 
qualification record in 1939 that 
stood until Ralph Hepburn of 
Van Nuys, Calif, broke it last 
- Sunday. Robson, veteran of 15 
years’ racing, drove a heady race 
and had sparkling assistance from 
his pit crew in two short stops to 
have his goggles taped, two wheels 
changed and gasoline added. 

The winning car, labeled the 
Thorne Engineering Special, is a 
rear-drive six-cylinder job with a 
bore of 3.205 inches, stroke of 
3.750 inches and 183 cubic inches 
of piston displacement. 

Jimmy Jackson of Palm Springs, 
Calif.. chased Robson for the last 
300 miles and twice took the lead, 
but couldn't hold it. A former 
track star at Technical High 
School in Indianapolis, Jackson 
proved that a newcomer to the 
big ‘track can drive a great race. 
‘Jackson’s average of 114.498 miles 
an hour would have won most of 
the Memorial day classics. 

Ted Horn of Paterson, N. J, 
one of the most consistent drivers 
in dway history, hauled down 

money. He had been third 
in .1941, fourth in 1940, 1939 and 
1938, third in 1937 and second in 
1936 


Although only nine cars from 
the original starting field of 33 
cars were left on the track when 
American Automobile Association 
officials declared the race ended, 
geven of them had averaged over 
100 miles an hour.

Dodgers’ Suit Against Pasquels 
And Ray Gillespie Dismissed 


District Judge Rubey M. Hulen 
ruled that the plaintiff had failed 
to prove that Sports Writer Gil- 
lespie was a party to the con- 
spiracy to induce Dodger players 
to break their contracts and play 
in Mexico. 


Since Gillespie was the only one 
to be served among the defend- 
ants, which included Jorge and 
Bernardo Pasquel and two alleged 
agents, Judge Hulen said the ac- 
tion against the Pasquels and 
other defendants was dismissed 
because of lack of jurisdiction, 


“Gillespie’s sole purpose ap- 
peared to be the gathering of 
news,” Judge Hulen commneted. 
“He opened himself to suspicion 
of being in the conspiracy to in- 
duce players to break their con- 
tracts with the Dodgers but sus- 
picion is not sufficient to obtain 
a judgment in this court.” 
The sports writer, the judge 
said, impressed the court with his 
fair, frank, informative and hon- 
est testimony. 
“None of his acts,” the opinion 
continued, “is subject tu restraint 
unless he is proved a party to 
the conspiracy as charged.” 
The jurisdiction of the court 
had been challenged by Bernardo 
Pasquel and Mario Loussac in a 
motion to quash the summons is- 
sued against the two. Since Gil- 
lespie was not proved to be an 
agent, the court could not obtain 
jurisdiction over those he allegedly 
represented, the opinion stated. 
The legality of the baseball 
contract between Owen and the 
Dodgers was not challenged, 
Judge Hulen said,

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GOVERNOR NAMES 
ME. MORRIS HEAD 
OF STATE REVENUE 


Appointee Now Is Fi- 
nance Commissioner — 
G. H. Bates Is Selected 
for Collector. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, May 31 — 
-M. E. Morris of Trenton, now 
State Finance Commissioner, was 
appointed late Wednesday by Gov. 
Donnelly as director of the new 
State Department of Revenue, the 
key department in the reorgani- 
gation of the executive branch of 
the state government under the 
1945 Constitution, 

The appointment of Morris, 
banker and Democrat, will become 
effective on July 1, when the new 
Department of Revenue and other 
centralized departments set up in 


the reorganization begin operation 
under bills passed by the 1945- 
1946 Legislature. 

The Department of Revenue, 
consolidating all the revenue col- 
lection activities of the state gov- 
ernment, will collect in excess of 
$100,000,000 a year in state general 
revenue, special levies, funds and 
fees. 

The selection of Morris, 46 years 
old, was Gov. Donnelly’s first ap- 
pointment in the departmental re- 
organization cansolidating more 
than 100 state agencies in 14 de- 
‘ partments. The Governor has 
more than 50 departmental and 
division head appointments’ to 
make before July 1. 

The salary of the director of 
revenue is $7500 a year. Morris 
now receives $5000 a year at 
finance commissioner. 

The Governor also announced 
the appointment of G. H. Bates 
(Dem.) of Lexington as State Col- 
lector of Revenue, to head the di- 
vision of collection in the Depart- 
ment of Revenue. Bates for eight 
years has been supervisor of sales 
tax collections in the G4epartment 
of State Auditor Forrest Smith. 
His salary, now $5100 a year, will 
be $6000 as collector of revenue. 

Morris has been state finance 
commissioner since March 1945, 
under an appointment by Gov. 
Donnelly. In that capacity he 
supervises all state banks and 
trust companies, small loan com- 
panies and loan and investment 
companies. He has been a banker 
for 20 years and served two terms 
in the House of the Missouri 
Legislature. 

Setting up of the organization 
of the Department of Revenue will 
proceed as rapidly as possible, the 
Governor said. 

The department will include the 
division of collection, division of 
the budget and comptroller, di- 
vision of procurement (all state 
purchasing), division of fund com- 
missioners, and a division e pub- 
lic buildings. 

The division of atbeition will 
collect all taxes, licenses and fees 
payable to the state, except the 
state tax on tangible property, 
which will be collected by local 
tax collectors and transmitted to 
the division. It will include sepa- 
rate units for collecting motw. 
vehicle license fees, driver's license 
fees, income tax, inheritance tax, 
gales tax and gasoline tax. 

The appointments of Morris and 
Bates, and selections still to be 
made by Donnelly of a comptroller 
and purchasing agent in the De- 

ment of Revenue are subject 
to confirmation by the Senate.

RUSSIAN PHONES 
HOME INTERVIEWS 
WITH U.S. ACTORS 


Quotes Bette Davis and Chap- 
lin as Contemptuous of 
Anti-Soviet Press. 


LONDON, May 31 :AP)—Kons- 
tantin Simonov, Russian journal- 
ist, reported to Moscow from New 
York today that Bette Davis, 
Charlie Chaplin and Hollywood 
writers speak “in deep contempt 
of the slanderous campaign raised 
by the reactionary press—particu- 
larly the Hearst press _ against 
the Soviet Union.” 

Simonov, one of three Russian 
newspaper men now touring the 
United States, said in a telephone 
interview broadcast by the Mos- 
cow radio and heard by the Soviet 
monitor here that he had talked 
with Miss Davis and Chaplin and 
had attended a meeting of the 
Hollywood “Writers’ Association.” 
He described Miss Davis as an 
actress “whom our film-goers 
know from ‘The Little Foxes,’” 
and said he was amazed to find 
Chaplin rehearsing five roles for 
a forthcoming picture. 

“Chaplin does everything him- 
self,” Simonov said. 

The writer said he visited the 
“actors’ laboratory in Hollywood, 
where “a great interest in the 
Soviet Union was displayed.” At 
the Writers’ Association, Simonov 
said, “the American writers dis- 
played a sincere, profound in- 
terest in Soviet culture.” 

“The friendly attitude of the 
progressive American intellectual 
worker is a guarantee for broad 
cultural relations between our 
two countries,” he added, 


MISSOURI U. SAYS U.S. 
OWES IT Gl. $200,000) 


Middlebush, Also Asks Leg- 
islators to Increase State 
Allotment.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 3i— 
Dr. Frederick A. Middlebush, 
president of the University of Mis- 
souri, told the Senate Appropria- 
tions Committee yesterday that 
unless the Federal Government 
made payments to the institution 
under the veterans’ educational 
program of the G.I. Bill of Rights, 
it would be necessary to curtail 
some of the school’s activities. 

The committee was told that the 
Government owed the university 
more than $200,000 under the pro- 
gram, in which it had been antici- 
pated that the government would 
pay $15 a month for each veteran 
enrolled. These payments would 
be in lieu of tuition. 

Dr. Middlebush expressed the 
opinion that an agreement ulti- 
mately could be worked out 
whereby the university would re- 
ceive federal payments for vet- 
eran students. He pointed out 
that similar institytions in other 
states had been receiving com- 
parable payments. 

Dr. Middlebush also asked the 
committee to increase the state 
fund allotment to the university 
above the $2,495,025 granted by 
the House, which had cut by $378,- 
961 the institution’s request of $1,- 
808,961 for personal services. 

He pointed out that teachers’ 
salaries are paid from personal 
service funds and that more will 
be needed in view of the expected 
sharp enrollment increase next 
year. 

Appearing for the board of 
managers of the State Eleemosy- 
nary Institutions, W. Clifton 
Hayes, chief clerk, told the com- 
mitee that negotiations were be- 
ing conducted with the Federal 
Government to acquire O’Reilly 
General Hospital at Springfield 
for a state mental institution in 
the event the Government de- 
clares it surplus. Hayes said that 
acquisition of the hospital would 
greatly alleviate the crowded con- 
dition of the existing eleemosy- 
nary institutions. It has been esti- 
mated that the hospital could be 
arranged to take care of approxi- 
mately 3000 mental patients. 


VETERANS TOLD TO SPEED 
UNIVERSITY APPLICATIONS 


Veterans planning to ‘attend St. 
Louis and Washington Universi- 
ties should make applications for 
weg oe as soon as possible, 

the Veterans’ Administration said 
today. The 1946 fall enrollment is 
expected to pass all previous 
marks. 

St. Louis and Washington Uni- 
versities will ‘permit veterans to 
enroll even though they do not 
have their certificates of eligibili- 
ty.

refunded when the veteran ob- 
tains his certificate. 

The obtaining of the eligibility 
certificate .is no guarantee that 
the veteran will gain admission 
to the college of his choice but it 
will help eliminate delays in is- 
suance of subsistence checks once 
he is enrolled, the Veterans’ Ad- 
ministration said.

FRENCH COMMUNISTS CHARGE

U.S, LOAN IS ‘INSUFFICIENT’ | 


CEILINGS ARE RAISED 
FOR DAIRY PRODUCTS 


Increases Will Cost the Con- 
sumers 250 Million Dollars 
More Annually. 


WASHINGTON, May 31 (AP)— 
The Government jolted housewives 
today with a $250,000,000-a-year 
price boost for dairy products— 
and predicted still another sharp 
hike if Congress cuts subsidies. 

Stabilization Director Chester 
Bowles estimated that the public 
will pay a quarter of a billion 
dollars more for food annually as 
the result of price increases of 
one cent a quart for milk, about 
11 cents a pound for butter and 


approximately 6 cents a pound for 
cheddar cheese. 

Bowles announced last night 
that the new prices will become 
effective early in June. The exact 
amount of the increases will be 
fixed when the date is set. 

The stabilization chief also di- 
rected OPA and the Agriculture 
Department to institute controls 
on the use of butterfat in the 
hope of increasing butter pro- 
duction. These controls include 
a bar on the sale of whipping 
cream, effective July 1, and estab- 
lishment of price ceilings on bulk 
cream for the first time, 


Ice cream manufacturers also 
were authorized to cut down on 
putterfat without trimming their 
prices. It is butterfat that gives 
ice cream its richness, 

Bowles’ approval of the dairy 
product price increases came only 
six weeks after he had turned 
down similar proposals. He said 
on April 15 that “nothing could 
start us on an inflationary spiral 
more surely than an increase in 
retail food prices.” 

In reversing his stand, Bowles 
said he was motivated by “ap- 


parent Congressional determina- 
tion to slash food subsidies,” and 
by necessity to “maintain the na- 
tion’s milk production in the face 
of increased feed costs.” 


He added that subsidy cuts al- 
ready voted by the House and by 
the Senate Banking Committee 
“will require further sharp in- 
creases in the prices of milk, but- 
ter and cheese after July 1.” 

He estimated these might jump 
the total increase to 2:-cents a 
quart on milk, 18 cents a pound 
for butter and 8 or 9 cents a 
pound for cheese. 

“Tf all food subsidies were elim- 
inated on July 1 as is being pro- 
posed in some quarters,” Bowles 
said, “the price of milk would im- 
mediately jump 2 to 83 cents a 
quart in many areas, and butter 
would shoot up to about 80 cents 

a pound,”

GROMYKO ASSERTS} 


1S, BRITISH ACT 
ENDANGER U.N 


Russian Charges ‘Domi- 


nation’ Tactics and Dis- 
regard of Rights of 
Small! Nations. 


NEW YORK, May 31 (UP)— 
Ambassador Andrei A. Gromyko, 
Russian representative on the 
Unitel Nations Security Council, 
believes the U. N. may fail be- 
cause of “a tendency on the part 
of certain countries to play a 
dominating part to the detriment 
of the cause of peace and securi- 
ty.” Although he did not mention 
the countries by names, he made 
it fairly clear that he meant the 
United States and Britain, 

Gromyko spoke Wednesday 
night before an audience of 20,000 
persons honoring the visiting So- 
viet journalists Ilya Ehrenburg, 
Konstantin Simonov and Maj. 
Gen. Mikhail Galaktianov. 

He said the “policy of domina- 
tion by certain countries may 
cause serious and 
harm to all the activities of the 
U. N. and, consequently, to the 
cause of maintaining peace and 
security. It may undermine seri- 
ously the authority and 
of the organs of the U. N., and 
first of all of such an organ as 
the Security Council.” 

“The protection of the interests 
of the small nations is mostly 
stressed by the representatives of 
those nations which have ignored 
the rights of small and undevel- 
oped countries and peoples the 
most,” he asserted. “The tendency 
to use the U. N. as a tool for 


guised by vocal expressions about 
the interests of smal] nations.” 

The successful solution of prob- 
lems facing the world, he said, “is 
impossible without incessant 
struggle against the vociferous as 
well as ‘the dissembling warmon- 
gers seeking a new war, people 
who ‘bring discord into the midst 
of the U.N., sowing uncertainty as 
to the future.” 

In an obvious but indirect ref- 
erence to the British empire, Gro- 
myko declared hundreds of mil- 
lions of peoples in dependent 
countries “do not enjoy even the 
most elementary human rights 
and live under conditions incom- 
patible with human dignity.” 

“The interests of these nations 
and their independence may be 
protected only if the UN... . 
will continuously struggle against 
warmongers, against the rem- 
nants of fascism and the fascist 
regime still existing in a certain 
corner of the world. To talk about 
the protection of small. nations, 
about the necessity of strengthen- 
ing peace, and at the same time 
to close one’s eyes to the existence 
of remnants of fascism, a fascism 
which already once plunged man- 
kind into a war, means to let our- 
selves be misled and to mislead 
the peoples of the world.” 

Gromyko said the use of the 
U.N. by one country or a group of 
countries can lead to “far reach- 
ing, undesirable, negative conse- 
quences.” 

“One can perceive in the activi- 
ties of the U.N. symptoms of re- 
version to the old methods of the 
League of Nations, which proved 


a failure,” he concluded.

Take My Word 


For It 
By Frank Colby 


HANDBOOK OF 
PRACTICAL ENGLISH 

CANNOT think of another term 
i: English so often used as the 
contraction “let's.” First of all, 
“let's” is simply short for “let us,” 
the literal meaning of which is, 

“permit us to.. .” 
But in common usage, “let's” 
has taken on a rather vague mean- 
ing that is equivalent to “suppose 


we... ?” or “what do you say if 


we .. .?” And, in writing the 
apostrophe often is omitted, as, 
“lets go for a walk.” 

The most frequent misuses are, 
“Let’s don’t,” “let us don’t,” and 
“don't let’s us.” In fact, we are so 
accustomed to such expressions as, 
“Let’s don’t argue about it; let's 
us don’t quarrel; don’t let’s us fail 
to go,” that few of us realize that 
what we actually are saying is: 
“Let us do not argue about it: let 
us us do not quarrel; do not let 
us us fail to go.” 

Indeed, in a recent Saturday 
Evening Post serial, “Winter Va- 
cation,” an unusually well written 
and enjoyable story, the author, 
Philip Wylie, causes his heroine 
to say to her sweetheart. “Let’s 
you take me home now (Let us 
you take me home now).” 

Such errors in speech and writ- 
ing will never occur if we keep in 
mind that “let’s” is “let us.” It 
will then be quite natural to use 
the term correctly, thus: Let’s not 
argue about it; let’s not quarrel; 
let’s not fail to go. 

As to “Let’s you take me home 
now,” there is nothing to do but 
blue-pencil “let’s” and write the 
sentence thus: “Suppose you take 
me home now,” or “Please take 
me home now,” or “Will you take 
me home now?” 

On the other hand, it is equally 
wrong to use “leave” for “let,” as, 
“Leave us go; he left than one go 
by (baseball announcer); leave us 
face it, we're in love (radio’s 
Archie).” 

“Leave” should not be used in 
making a proposal or in seeking 
consent. The proper word is “let,” 
as: Let us go; he let that one go 
by; let us face it. 

In asking permission, use 
“may,” instead of “can,” as: May 
I help you? May I take you home? 
May I speak with Mary? 

But above all, let’s use “let's” 
correctly. And let’s also under- 
stand that “it’s” is short for “‘it is,” 
and “its” is the possessive form of 
“it,” thus: “It’s raining; the snake 
is shedding its skin.

ERE’S a recipe that is just as 
HP accertanic for salad as for 

dessert. Topped with a sweet 
dressing such as a combination 
of sweetened whipped cream and 
mayonnaise, it is a luxurious as 
well as a very nutritious main- 
dish salad. Cut in neat squares or 
unmolded from attractive forms. 
It may be drizzled with honey or 
served with a blend of honey and 
cream to produce a delightful des- 
sert high in calories, vitamins and 
minerals. It is most important 
that the cottage cheese be fresh 
and sweet and the strawberries 
be firm, yet ripe. 

Once it has congealed, it should 
be served promptly while its fine- 
edged flavor and true color are 
intact. It is also a yood plan to 
keep the salad tightly covered 
while it stands th the refrigerator. 
The pineapple juice has a volatile 
fragrance and flavor that floats 
over to other foods that will ab- 
sorb it with the result that the 
salad is depleted of its true flavor 
and other foods which absorb the 
flavor deteriorate in eating value. 

Pineapple Molded Salad. 

Four teaspoons plain gelatine, 
one-fourth cup water, two cups 
pineapple juice, one-fourth tea- 
spoon salt, one tablespoon sugar, 
one pini fresh hulled strawberries, 
one cup cottage cheese, 

Combine gelatin and water and 
let stand five minutes, then place 
over hot water until dissolved. 
Pour it into mixture of pineapple 
juice, salt and suga: and stir thor- 
oughly to blend. Then cool until 
mixture is syrupy. Wash straw- 
berries quickly by dipping them 
through cool water. Hull, cut them 
in halves and fold into pineapple 
mixture. Then fold in cottage 
cheese and turn mixture into a 
dish (10x6%x2 inches). Chill three 
or more hours. Serve o-. crisp let- 
tuce leaves. Makes six servings.

Broiled Cod Steaks. 

Dip one and one-half pounds 
fish (fresh cod steaks) into salt 
solution made by dissolving two 
tablespoons salt into one cup cold 
water; allow to stand about three 
minutes. Brush fish with three 
tablespoons melted butter or cook- 
ing oil seasoned with one-fourth 
teaspoon pepper and place it on 
an oiled, heated broiler pan. Fish 
should be about two inches below 
source of heat. Broil until surface 
of fish is covered with dark brown 
bubbles, turn once and continue 
cooking until a nice brown. Baste 
several times during cooking; do 
not overcook. Four servings.

T cut at the offices of the 
Public Service Co. which is 
usually forthcoming when 
someone emerges from the of- 
fice of the president, John L. 
Wilson. Some wag probably 
will remark to him out of the 
corner of his mouth as he goes 
by, “... and I want that yes- 
terday.” 

The reference is to Wilson’s 
penchant for getting things 
done in a hurry. Not that he 
is any slave driver. It is mere- 
ly that he believes in getting 
things done with a minimum 
of delay and red tape. That’s 
the way he operates and that’s 
the way he expects others to 
operate. As a result, a man 
emerging from his office will 
give the effect of having been 
equipped, temporarily at least, 
with jet propulsion. 

Regardless of what vicious 
little thoughts may course 
through your mind as you 
stand for block after weary 
block on an over-crowded bus, 
Wilson has brought about a 
number of improvements in 
service since he took the helm 
in March 1944, and he has been 
laying the foundation for a lot 
more. To those whd would 
cavil he says without equivo- 
cation or even the batting of 
an eyelash: “We have the fin- 
est transportation system in the 
country, and we welcome com- 
parison with any other city of 
comparable size in the United 
States.” 

In addition to the 100 new 
busses which were christened 
last June, he points to the 
$9,000,000 worth of equipment 
now on order which includes 
500 more busses and 100 new 
street cars. 
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turing them get all their strikes 
settled. 
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At 44, Wilson has the well- 
fed, neatly tailored, freshly 
barbered look of a public util- 
ity executive. He has a pleas- 
ant speaking voice with a 
slightly broad A and the kind 
of personality which makes it 
plain how he worked himself 
up with the Mack Truck & Bus 
Co. to the job of bus division 
manager over a territory of 19 
states. 

He was born in Springfield, 
O., and went to work for the 
Mack company as soon as he

It was his first and only job 
before coming to St. Louis and 
his work during his later years 
there gave him a close ac- 
quaintanceship with municipal 
transportation problems, 

His office is a model of neat- 
ness, even to the clean and 
polished ash trays which ob- 
viously are for the use of vis- 
itors only.

AUTICAL slang for anything 
N thet may be described as a de- 
vice, “gadget” was for many 
years used by the seamen with 
whom it originated interchange- 
ably with thingumajig—a usage 
which has stuck.

Wilson, 
however, was not responsible 
for the causes of the strike, 
and employe-management re- 
lations which he has. estab- 
lished since should prevent an- 
other such occurrence. 

He has remodeled and 
cleaned up the huge shops so 
that employes have cleaner and 
more pleasant surroundings in 
which to work. He has or 
ganized softball teams’ and 34 
bowling teams, and he takes 
part in both sports himself. He 
began the policy of giving em- 
ployes a detailed annual finan- 
cial report of the company’s 
business. “They’re part of the 
company,” he says, “and they’re 
entitled to know what's going 
on.” He started a monthly 
magazine called Transit News,” 
which is packed with news 
about what the employes them- 
selves are doing and one of the 
chief features of which is sec- 
tion called “Orchids To—” in 
which letters commending the 
behavior of operators are re- 
printed. And he has started a 
safety program, based on an 
accumulated point system, 
whereby employes can win 
varied prizes with accumulated 
points, .

Wilson likes to put on his 
hat and take visitors for a 
tour of the shop and one feels 
that it is in the shop that he 
feels most at home. He strides 
from department to depart- 


-ment, pointing out improve- 


ments and speed-ups in clean- 
ing and rebuilding old cars and 
buses. He shows you the paint 
shops, where one freshly paint- 
ed bus and one freshly painted 
street car issue forth each day, 
the cleaning rooms, where dir- 
ty, greasy bus engines and 
street car mechanisms are 
cleaned before they are rebuilt 
and re-installed, the new flou- 
rescent-lighted pits where men 
can work on the undersides of 
machines, and radio station 
KEHG, where an operator is 
in touch by two-way radio with 
10 supervisors’ cars and a fleet 
of trouble trucks. 

He stops in front of an old 
yellow two-man car which: has 
seen duty for 25 years or more. 
“They will be the first to go 
when the new street cars get 
here.” He touches the front of 
the car and one is reminded of 
a hard-working horse being re- 
tired to the pasture.

HYDE PARK, Thursday. 
ERE we are back in Hyde 
Park, having left New York 
City very early this morning, 


& for I realized that traveling by

be easy. I have now moved to 
the country and, except for brief 
returns to New York for a day 
or a night now and then, the rest 
of my summer is going to be spent 


8 out of the city and I feel very 


jubilant about it. 

I must tell you a little about 
the past few days in New York, 
since they covered some rather in- 
teresting events. On Tuesday 
morning, I went up to Hunter 


& College and, as chairman of the 
<= Human Rights Commission, made 
= my report to the Economic and 
S Social Council. I had no idea how 


a report was supposed to be made, 
but I was told that the one pre- 
senting it was expected to say 


: whatever he felt was important, 


then hand in the written docu- 
ment. 

This gave me an opportunity to 
point out that while nine members 
have been appointed to the nuclear 
commission, only six had served, 
and that we felt it important that 
the full commission should be ap- 
pointed immediately. We were 
all entirely willing, if the eco- 
nomic and social council is able 
to name the full commission be- 
fore our year of service runs out, 
to hand in our resignations. Ev- 
ery member realized the impor- 
tance of the work which the full 
commission on human rights would 
have to undertake, and we felt 
it should be begun and carried 
through ag soon as possible. 

I then pointed out that the 
method we had recommended for 
the choice of members for the 
commission was a compromise be- 
tween two different ways of think- 
ing. One group felt that the mem- 
bers should represent only their 
own governments. The other school 
of thought believed that those 
serving on the commission should 
think primarily of the rights and 
interests of humanity at large. 

Our suggestion, therefore, was 
that the 51 members of the United 
Nations should each hand in the 
names of two persons, These 
could both be nationals of that 
country, or one could be a national 
of another country. All the names 
would be used by the economic 
and social council as a panel from 
which they would appoint the 
members of the commission, with 
due regard to geographical distri- 
bution, but with particular em- 
phasis on the qualifications of the 
individuals to serve on this par- 
ticular commission. 

The subcommission on the 
status of women had asked for an 
opportunity for its chairman, Mrs. 
Bodie Begtrup, to present her re- 
port in person, and so I merely 
mentioned that we had included 
in our report the points in theirs 
which seemed to us the most 
important to take up first. Mrs. 
Begtrup suggested that, as this 
subcommission represented half 
of the world’s population, they 
would like to be designated as 
a full commission. This, of course, 
willhave to be decided by the 
Economic and Social Council. 
Both of us were thanked for our 
work, and may be called upon 
for further information when our 
reports are taken up for study.
